if one does not mind the time and labor involved. In this case 
decalcomanie transfers will perhaps be the most satisfactory means 
of applying the decorations, as few are sufficiently gifted to paint 
on, off-hand, sprays of flowers and such delicately artistic bits. 


HE bedroom bay window can, with a little planning, be 

made into a cheerfully bright and convenient dressing 
alcove that will be distinct from the rest of the room and yet in 
perfect harmony with it. The dressing table with its accompany- 
ing bench or chair, plus an additional piece or two to complete 
the transition into the room proper, are the only essentials required 
as a foundation. 

In such a nook plain taffeta curtains with box-pleated ruffles 
and scalloped valance to match could be at the windows, with 
under-curtains of gauze or very fine net which will admit abun- 
dant light without sacrificing privacy. At night, two small electric 
lamps with pottery bases furnish illumination from the dressing 
table itself without recourse to wall or overhead fixtures. 


F ONE is fond of reading the problem of accommodating in 

a small house or apartment the accumulation of volumes which 
the years are sure to bring calls for some ingenuity. It is frequently 
out of the question to gather several hundred books on shelves in a 
single room, and yet regular bookcases cannot be scattered pro- 
miscuously about the house without playing havoc with a well 
planned furnishing scheme. 

The easiest way out of the difficulty is the provision of occa- 
sional bookshelves of such a character that they combine well 
with the regular features of the rooms. Thus, a cabinet effect 
with a top that can be utilized as a stand for a bowl of flowers 
may be placed below a mirror between two windows. Again, the 
lower portion of a window seat can often be fitted with open 
shelves for books, thereby utilizing space which might be entirely 
wasted. As a third suggestion, shelves can be built into those odd 
spaces in the corners of every room which are too small to accom- 
modate regular furniture and too large to be entirely overlooked.

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HE application of wood instead of fabric to window va- 

lances may seem inappropriate at first thought, but as soon as 
one begins to study it a wide field of possibilities is opened. That 
is why the valance board today is attracting the attention of in- 
terior decorators and discriminating home owners the country 
over. The very nature of its material demands that the valance 
board be used only where a somewhat more formal effect is sought 
than the more usual fabric can produce. There is a certain stiff- 
ness about the wood—in appearance as well as in actual physical 
character—which is unavoidable. The valance board remains in- 
flexibly in the exact form to which it was originally shaped. It is 
a rather uncompromising sort of feature, with a marked character 
all its own. 

In this very inflexibility lies one of the distinct advantages of 
the plan, for the valance board remains undisturbed no matter how 
hard the wind may blow through the open windows. Again, fad- 
ing or straining due to the accidental ingress of rain is eliminated, 
for all that the painted surface of the board needs to keep it true 
to form is an occasional rubbing with a damp cloth.

ILLIAM ROBINSON, the grandfather of 

good gardening in England, appears in 
print, after many years’ absence, in a book on 
“Wood Fires” that delights us. In it he discusses 
the practical and esthetic value of the open fire, 
the woods best suited for fuel, cooking with wood, 
the American woodlot; in fact, he has written 
a comprehensive survey of the whole subject. 
What a fitting topic for an old man to write 
about, now that the autumn of his life has come 
and he can sit beside the fire and watch the logs 
crackle and the embers glow! 


RE the forests of America worth saving? 

If anyone asked you that question you 
would think him mad. Certainly they are worth 
caving! And yet every autumn we see the sky 
clouded by smoke from forest fires, many of 
them started by sheer carelessness. The average 
forest fire year in this country records 50,000 
fires and 10,000,000 acres burned over. The 
loss is about $100,000,000. 

In order to educate every American man, 
woman and child on ways of preventing this 
great annual catastrophe, the American Forestry 
Association of Washington, D. C. is raising a 
yearly budget of $50,000. We commend it to 
your generous support. 


HE Federal Horticultural Board of Washing- 
ton is one of the examples of growing bu- 
reaucratic tendency which all citizens should watch. 
Originally authorized to prevent the entrance 
into this country of diseased plant material, it has 
become a bureaucratic group under the leadership 


of Dr. C. L. Marlatt, Chairman, and has as- 
sumed unto itself such powers that garden lovers 
all over the country, their rights infringed, are 
demanding that the Secretary of Agriculture, 
W. N. Jardine, investigate the board. 

The latest and most serious trespass on the 
rights of citizens is the embargo to be placed 
on Narcissus bulbs starting with January Ist, 
1926. Over 100,000,000 Narcissus bulbs is the 
annual consumption of this country. The excuse 
given for its edict by the board is that the 
Narcissus brings in eel worms which may hurt 
the Onion crop. The actual fact is that in Dr. 
Marlatt’s own words, “The general principle 
underlying Quarantine 37 is, as rapidly as possi- 
ble, to make this country independent of foreign 
supplies, with the object of ultimately reaching 
a condition where entry of foreign plants will 
be limited to new plants and such plants as are 
not capable of production in the United States.” 

He plans to permit the importation of 20,000,- 
000 foreign bulbs a year for propagation pur- 
poses. Perhaps these fortunate twenty million will 
be free from disease on Dr. Marlatt’s say-so. 

In a conference held at Washington, Dr. Mar- 
jatt made the statement that “the ordinary plant 
lover is not, as a rule, doing any public service.” 
Since House & Garden serves the gardening in- 
terests of over 150,000 readers, who are plant 
lovers, we call on them to protest to Secretary 
Jardine against the infringement of their rights.

| THE laziness of workmen a product of our 
modern civilization? We thought so recently 
when we found that painters on our new house 
accomplished more in the two days we watched 
them than in the entire week previous when we 
were absent. And we were about to curse modern 
civilization when we encountered an old poem 
written in 1319 by a Grocer of Troyes. In one 
passage a tiler speaks as follows: “When I finally 
make up my mind to work, I take with me a 
young mate who knows nothing of the job, but 
I insist on his being paid the full wage of twelve 
deniers, When, at last, I get on the roof, I lay one 
tile in the time it should take to lay eight or ten. 
I ease off and sing a song, then take a siesta be- 
tween two slopes of the roof. It is then time 
to knock off for dinner. After that, it is soon sup- 
per time, so we leave work for that day. Of 
course, with piece-work it is different; I can do 
as much in one day as in five days by the hour.” 


HE phrase “Early American,” commonly and 

loosely used, is one that requires definition. 
What is an early American house or piece of 
furniture? When does it cease being “Early?” 
What makes it “American?” We see the term 
applied with equal ease to primitive furniture of 
the first settlers and to bottles made in 1840; we 
see pieces that were obviously imported from 
abroad in early Federal days classed as American. 
Does the era stop with the Civil War? Perhaps 
some persons learned on the subject will get 
together and give us adequate dates to define the 
period. We don’t want to start a warfare among 
authorities on American antiques, but we would 
like to have their opinion on the subject.

How the Amateur Gardener Can Apply the 


Vast Range of Tints on the Floral Palette 


HE herbaceous garden has put a pal- 

ette both of inexhaustible richness and 
of subtlety at the disposal of the garden 
maker. 

This color palette has an indescribable 
range, misty mauves and lilacs, golden and 
blush tones, atmospheric blues and violets, 
glistening pinks and glowing rose shades, 
sparkling whites, scintillating yellows, 
vibrating oranges, rich reds and palpitating 
scarlets. And this range of color is aug- 
mented by the varying effects that sunlight 
and shadows have upon the flowers. Even 
the shadows that each fower holds within 
itsel f affect its color possibilities. The chal- 
ices of the white Lilies, for instance, are 
full of gray shadows, the ruffled petals of

Poppies are quivering with light and shade, 
the tiers of the Zinnias throw shadow upon 
shadow of so fascinating a nature that a 
carmine Zinnia, for instance, holds within 
itself a bishop’s violet. The effect of the 
whole border is modified, too, by all the 
hundred little shadows that flowers throw 
upon each other. 

The very difference in flower texture 
affects flower luminosity. The silky petaled 
Poppies, the glaucous Stachys, the papery 
Delphinium, the unreflecting Sweet Alys- 
sum, the satiny Marigolds, the light absorb- 
ing Phlox, the translucent Petunia are but 
a few examples. The very character of the 
flower itself has its bearing upon its color. 
The fluffy Scabious is daintily toned, while 


the rosetted Hollyhocks have striking col- 
ors. Salvia farinaceae is as hazily delicate 
in color as it is in habit, while the close set 
rays of Calendulas are full of brilliance. 
The very color and texture of the leaves 
and stems affect the flower color. ‘The 
woolly grayness of Cerastium foliage ac- 
centuates the whiteness of the flowers, the 
stems of the Globe Thistle emphasize the 
steel blue of the blossoms, the dark green 
of Daphne foliage enriches the rose pink 
of the flowers. 

It is, however, the very character of the 
herbaceous garden and the manner in 
which the flowers are assembled in its bord- 
ers that make the art of flower arrange- 
ment so significant in the garden of today.

You have only to think of Tulips, color 
upon color in rhythmic progression, to catch 
the spirit of the new art of flower assemb- 
ling. You have only to see [rises in long 
drifts, Poppies in luxuriant masses, Holly- 
hocks in great clumps, Phloxes in generous 
splashes, to catch the manner of the new 
planting. 

One of the simplest ways of developing 
the color scheme for a garden is to start 
with a theme in a single color. One color 
in itself has fascinating possibilities if it can 
interpret the character and embody the de- 
sign. Little gardens of much intimacy 
often welcome such treatment. Take a 
garden of white flowers, for instance, that 
has a calm serenity. Much of its charm de- 
pends upon the delicate variation of the 
whites. Not all white flowers are as cold 
and clear as Phlox or Candytuft, for in- 
stance, Gladiolus and snapdragons are 
creamy, Anemones are pale, Verbenas are

cate, Annual Phlox is buffed-toned, Zin- 
nias are yellowish. Much of the charm 
depends, therefore, upon the manner of 
assembling all the various tones and upon 
the manner of intermingling all the 
various panicles and petals, rays and spikes.

ARISTOCRACY 


Our Architecture and Furnishing Bear 


the Imprint of a 


OWN in Maine the natives use a phrase that should become 

common to Americans. They speak of the “salt water aris- 
tocracy”’, re ferring to those families whose men, in the glorious 
era of the American clipper ship and whaling industry, made the 
American merchant marine a potent factor in world commerce. 
We are apt to think, however, that these salt water aristocrats 
were restricted to New Englanders, whereas, the salt water blood 
flows as nobly in Philadelphia, Baltimore and Charleston. ‘The 
heritage left by this nobility in high sea boots and oilskins has 
fallen in far and strange places. 

One of the marks of an aristocrat is not only that he goes on 
his lawful and unlawful occasions with a light and valiant heart 
but that he leaves behind him the evidence of his valor, fortitude 
and nobility. Passing years may wear thin their memory, but 
where the evidences of their conquests remain they are a just source 
of pride. 


N those clipper ship days many strange names were on the lips 

of the people at home—Sundra Strait and Singapore, Palem- 
bang, and the Chile Coast, Malacca, Malabar, Rio and the Guinea 
Gulf. These names had a different significance from that they 
have today. Bombay meant India, the mysterious—so many weeks 
out of Marblehead; and it also meant a strip of fantastic printed 
Indian cotton that the sailor boy brought home to his girl. ‘The 
Inland Sea was represented at home by Japanese lacquer boxes 
with intricate little drawers, and the China Coast by embroidered 
silks and camphor chests and ivory carvings. From Jaffa came 
carved olive wood; from Bilbao, a mahogany mirror frame; bits 
of scratched whale tusks and amber from the Behring Sea, and 
the islands that lean on the sunny expanse of the Mediterranean 
gave mother of pearl shells, laces, Roman scarfs and old glass. 

This being before the era of Cook tourists and cheap rates 
abroad, the gifts these clipper ship aristocrats brought home were 
treasured by their families, they were handed down to the new 
generation, and where that new generation went, went also these 
strange and beautiful /ares and penates. The Maine folk that 
settled out in Ohio took along the things grandfather brought 
back from his voyages; folk who settled out of Charleston and 
Baltimore carried with them marks of salt water aristocracy. 
Today you find these strains of clipper ship blood all over the 
country. 


HIS era in American history also left its imprint on native 

architecture. It is said that the fine workmanship found in 
the paneling and wood trim of many old Atlantic seaboard houses 
was due to the skill of the ship carpenters of those days. There 
should be a basis of fact in this legend, for clipper ships were 
built in American yards and the industry employed a large bods 
of skilled workmen. 


Nautical Nobility 


But even more pronounced are the marks left on the exteriors 
of houses. The “Captain’s Walk” or “Whale Walk” and the 
lantern or louver still to be found on the houses in Eastern ports 
and copied on modern reproductions were first made to meet the 
needs and hobbies of sea-faring men and their families. The 
Captain’s Walk is a balustraded flat roof from which the old 
salts, their voyages finished, would sit and watch the shipping. 
From these domestic pinnacles the family saw the last glimpse of 
their master’s sails as they bent down over the horizon on the 
voyage out; from there they espied the ship rolling home again. 
The lantern served the same purpose; perhaps in it a light was 
kept burning. 


F recent years the reminders of this salt water aristocracy 

have become popular. Ship models, pictures of ships, books 
on ships and early shipping and all manner of ancient nautical 
gear are now among the collectable items that delight the heart 
and eye of men. There are even specialists. Here a man collects 
only ship figure-heads, another log books of clipper and slave ships. 
One man we know collects only models of queer ships, another 
goes in for atlases and maps of voyages and we confess to a weak- 
ness for ship spirit chests in which the captain kept his grog. 

The odd part about many of the men who collect these nautical 
treasures is that they are not necessarily acquainted with the sea 
nor do they have any special aptitude for it and its ways. Many of 
them live inland, far from the coast, respectable, settled business 
men who speak of efficiency, as though it were a God-sent trait, 
who wear plus-fours and play golf and have sons they hope 
to enter some day into the business school or a university. 
Strange that such colorless fellows should take to ships? Not 
strange at all. 

Life, as most of us live it, is a very humdrum, monotonous 
affair. It offers few crowded hours, few peaks in Darien. It is 
merely a succession of grim realities. If adventure and romance 
don’t come to us first-hand we have to be content with them 
second-hand. Now the fun about collecting is not only that you 
encounter a little first-hand adventure in seeking out your treas- 
ures, but you catch a glimmer of second-hand romance from the 
men and women who first made or first owned them. You shake 
the hand of the hand that shook John L. Sullivan’s! You sec 
ghosts of an aristocracy of men who did valiant and beautiful 
things. And these faint echoes from the past, these second-hand 
adventures, stimulate the jaded mind as nothing else can. 

There may be other fields just as rich in romance but we know 
none that excels the sea, for the sea is a highway to the whole 
world, a highway that affords escape from the tantalizing illusions 
of reality. Collecting things associated with the sea makes us com- 
panions to that aristocracy who once so joyously and deservedly 
ruled it.

Some Sane Reflections on What It Costs to Change 


Abodes and on the Pros and Cons of Restlessness 


WwW! AMERICANS have a moving 
mania, so visitors from foreign coun- 
tries declare; and there is a great deal of 
fact to warrant this impression. Not only 
are there several hundred thousand families 
which take up their beds and pay for having 
them hauled every year, but it is probably 
true that nearly every other family in the 
land gives at least some thought to its prac- 
ticability. 

‘This moving habit, or attitude, is modern

Some say that our nomadic tendencies 
are just the natural behavior of a restless, 
ambitious people; others insist that we move 
because transportation is relatively cheap, 
that about the distant 
opportunities is so widely published; while 
still others explain it as one of the evil 
results of the tenant system, and that as 
individuals we are forever on the hunt for 
rent bargains, and indirectly trying to im- 
prove our relative position with the land- 
lord. The truth is, doubtless, that all these 
things help to account for the frequency 
of the urge to move. 

In May and October, when the leases 
expire, our thoughts naturally turn to the 
question of moving, so also when we have 


and information 


had a row with the landlord, when the 
furnace acts badly, when one of the chil- 
dren is transferred to another school across 
the city, when we get disgusted with the 
neighborhood, or just become tired of walk- 
ing so far to church, or to the shopping 


district, or of being so much inconve- 


nienced about keeping an automobile. 


HERE are a hundred different things 

to make us take up the question of 
moving, but there is only one rational thing 
to do when we feel the urge coming on, 
and that is to take time off, face the situa- 
tion squarely, weigh the good and the bad 
of the present location over against what 
we can get—and will have to put up with 
here else. 

Nine times out of ten this will take the 
zest out of any new desire to move, espe- 
cially if it is carefully and conscientiously 
done. ‘The trouble too often is that only the 
disadvantages of the old place are con- 
sidered, and only the contrasting strong 
points of the new one. That is the type 
of reasoning which led a certain Chicago 
dentist and his family of four to pack up

and move clear across the city last fall, 
only to find before they got completely 
settled in the new location that they were 
handicapped in far more serious ways there 
than where they had been. This part of the 
experience wasn’t at all unusual. Few fami- 
lies actually find themselves happier in each 
new home, and if we could know the facts 
it is probable that nearly half the movers 
secretly wish that they were back. But the 
unusual thing about this family was that 
they called a council, admitted their mis- 
take, and bundled themselves back to the 
home which they had left. Returned, they 
were out the cost of two trips with an ex- 
pensive van, and somewhat embarrassed to 
admit their mistake, besides the loss of time 
and the disorganized working schedules for 
nearly three months, but wiser by getting a 
perspective on the economics of moving, 
and with an experience that will deter any 
future activities in this line until a thorough 
survey of the situation has been made. 


HERE are times, of course, when the 

luxury of moving must be permitted, 
almost regardless of its inconvenience and 
expense. If some member of the family is 
consigned by the doctors to another climate, 
most people are ready for whatever heroic 
measures are necessary to make the change. 
And if the principal breadwinner is offered 
a much better salary, or richer sales terri- 
tory, in a distant region, then the question 
of moving is but a secondary matter. Op- 
portunity beckons so violently sometimes 
that people don’t even wait to move; they 
just abandon their present possessions—or 
sell them for the price of a song 
themselves to the new location.

Once in a lifetime, too, you hear of a 
case like the two New England Methodist 
preachers who, when they heard that the 
bishop had appointed each to the other’s 
former charge, traded their entire posses- 
sions, even to the kitchen clocks, to escape, 
for this once, all the troubles of moving. 

But these cases, though spectacular, are 
relatively rare. If we are to believe the 
records of the transfer men, the vast ma- 
jority of moving is from one house or 
apartment to another in the same general 
locality. It would be very interesting, and 
of some profit, to know more about why 
these people change their abodes, what they 
are after, and how successful the quest has 
been. This is one phase of the housing 
problem which some of our investigating 
committees, or even bureaus of the Federal 
Government, might turn their statistical 


guns upon with promise of enlightening 
disclosures. 

On the other hand, the economics of 
moving which most concerns Mr. Average 
Citizen is the help he can get in checking 
up on the profit and loss features of his own 
particular job. 


HOPPING for a house requires lots of 

time, and it is seldom satisfactory unless 
both the husband and the wife take part. 
If the job is given due importance, and you 
don’t just stumble into the right place by 
accident, it takes several whole days— 
Add to that the 
time consumed in negotiating for a lease, 
arranging for 


sometimes much longer. 


repairs alterations, 
changing the insurance, electric, gas, tele- 
phone and other contracts, beside notifying 
all your social and business correspondents 
of the new address, and you have a sum 
total of time cost in connection with mov- 
ing—entirely apart from the actual packing 
and transfer operations—which is amaz- 
ingly large, and yet overlooked for the 
most part in estimating the expense. ‘Time, 
then, is always the first, and usually the 
heaviest cost of moving. 

Some optimistic people will tell you that 
their house-hunting expeditions are charged 
up to education and recreation; that they 
really enjoy them, and have a chance at the 
same time to see how other people are liv- 
ing, and to improve their knowledge of the 
renting situation in general. Whatever of 
this is true can be written up to the profit 
side of the moving account, but it should 
be noted at the same time that few people 
elect this experience for themselves except 
under the pressure of necessity. 

Paying for the transfer van at from 
five to fifteen dollars an hour is one part of 
the moving expense which is seldom if ever 
condoned. In fact, this is the particular sore 
point of moving. One gets the impression 
that people would move about even more 
than they do if it were not for the exor- 
bitant charges they have to pay for hauling. 
But many families have tried to save money 
on this item to their sorrow. Moving house- 
furnishings is a skilled trade, and cannot 
be done successfully by every strong man 
who wishes to take advantage of the rush 
demand. To wrap and pack furniture so 
that it will not be scratched and broken in 
moving is an art that can be acquired only 
after much experience. On this account it 
pays to choose a responsible concern, even 
though the price may be a little higher.

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SATISFACTION AND THE COAL RANGE 


Principles Which Should Be Known and Practiced In Order 
that This Type of Cooking Device May Do Its Best Work 


N CONSIDERING the new electric 

and gas ranges we are prone to think of 
the coal range as an old standby, as if it 
had always existed. As a matter of fact, 
the first coal stove which was not a grate 
was built in this country as late as 1820. 
‘Thus, in the story of evolution, the coal 
range is young. 

It has been the experience of many 
people to abandon a coal range for some 
other kind because, although an excellent 
one, it was a slow cooker and inefficient. 
Granted that the coal range has been ex- 
cellent, the the 
chimney structure and flues and installation 


debacle occurs because 
of the stove have been wrong somewhere. 
‘Therefore, before we take up the parts of 
the range itself, we will discuss the flue, 
for the best of ranges is useless without a 
proper alliance with the chimney. 

Like a good tobacco pipe, the chimney 
must draw. That is the whole story in 
brief. Furthermore, it must correspond in 
construction to the building and fire codes 
of your vicinity, the details of which we 
cannot begin to explain in a short article. 
‘Therefére, while your plans are being 
made for your house, it would be wise for 
you to advise your architect as to what fuel 
you are going to use or for what combina- 
tions of fuels you want your kitchen ar- 
ranged, 

The chimney is no newcomer, even 
though the coal range is, for we have a 
record as far back as 300 B.C. in Greece, 
when one was used for smelting metal. In 
the ruins of Pompeii also a chimney was 
found in a bakery. Still later on in history 
most beautiful designs were incorporated 
in the chimneys of palaces and castles. 


AS THE chimney grew in usefulness 
and the demands upon it became great 
in proportion to the greater height and 
structural complications of the houses, it 
became necessary not only to build the out- 
side of the chimney in beautiful design but 
also to set down laws for the linings in 
order that the community be safe from fire. 

The flue is the space, hole or opening 
enclosed or surrounded by the masonry of 
a chimney, not only for the purpose of pro- 
viding for the escape or passage of smoke, 
fumes or gases, but to create a draft for the 
proper withdrawal of them. Thus, it must 
be smooth and fireproof, impervious to the 
chemicals of combustion, large enough and 
yet not too large to do its job. 

There are many good clay, terra cotta 
and tile linings for flues, but we lean

toward the fire clay fuel lining. This is 
impervious to the chemicals of combustion, 
protects the chimney and its joints, pre- 
vents deterioration and prolongs the life 
of the structure. It gives a smoother sur- 
face than brick. It is made in cylindrical 
or square clay pipes or collars which fit into 
the chimney and protect it by keeping it 
cool and confining the heat to the place 
where it should be. Although the square 
chimney or flue seems to be the most popu- 
lar, it is logical to see on account of the 
curved action of smoke and vapor that the 
round flue is the best. No flue for ordinary 
coal range use should be less than 8”x8”" if 
it be square, or of approximate dimensions 
if round. 


CCORDING to an expert, draft is 
“caused by the differ- 
the volume of the gases 
formed by the fire and an equal volume of 
air outside. Air expands as the heat in- 
creases and therefore the weight of its 
unique volume becomes less. ‘The pressures 
at the base of the flue become unequal. ‘The 
lighter gases rise in the chimney, tending 
to equalize the pressure. This forms the 
draft and on this depends the action of the 
chimney.” On this action depends the 
action of your coal range and of your 
heaters, and as you may at present be both- 
ered as to why those devices in your house 
dependent on chimney structure are not 
working correctly, you will probably find 
a solution here. 

Remember that there is no more draft 
to a range than to an ordinary box. 

The chimney creates the draft if tall 
enough and constructed in relation to the 
range with which it is to be used, or vice 
versa,

The flue should have an area of not less 
than 64 square inches and must serve but 
one smoke pipe; another flue must be used 
for another. 

The chimney itself must be higher than 
the building. 

Every other flue or opening in this 
chimney must be closed if the range is to 
work, 

The space below which the stove pipe 
enters the flue must be cut off. 

See that your flue, if it be new, is not 
filled with souvenirs of brick and mortar 
left by careless builders. Have it searched 
also for any other aggregation of materials, 
which will render an excellent range or 
furnace useless. 

See that your flue is cleaned of soot and 


that it is not cracked on the outside, or you 
range will suffer. 

Remember that no member of the fam- 
ily is as exacting as the draft, for it will not 
function unless conditions are perfect. 

The pipe entering the chimney must be 
the same size as the collar on the range.

Should the 
chimneys and flues be diagnosed as per- 
fectly healthy, then examine the range. 


HE coal range has many things in 

common with its confréres and there- 
fore in this article we are not going into the 
details about a cooking stove which has been 
covered so many times in other of our 
articles dealing with electric, oil and gas 
ranges. 

The wisest type of coal range to buy for 
the ordinary home is the all cast iron, fin- 
ished in black, rather than in the fancier 
gun metal tints bedecked with nickel; for 
finally the fancy stoves oxidize and have to 
be blackened like their more democratic 
black relatives. 

Before the range comes home, the hearth 
should have been made ready for its recep- 
tion. If possible, the hearth should be made 
of concrete, six inches deep, extending at 
least six inches on all sides but the front, 
where it comes out twelve to eighteen 
inches. This fire-proof floor is a safety de- 
vice and easier to take care of than a 
wooden floor, which will burn if a hot 
coal drops on it. 

When fitting the range pipe to the flue, it 
is well to have as few turns or elbows in the 
pipe as possible, forthe straighter the pipe the 
better the flow of gases. Of course, the pipes 
must fit tightly together and remain so. 


OW we come to the various parts of 

the range which differ from the elec- 
tric, oil and gas range with which you are 
familiar. 

When buying a range, you may notice 
that the lids do not fit tightly. Rejoice, for 
if they did, you would have the lids snap- 
ping out of their apertures as soon as the 
stove éxpanded when it was hot. The rather 
large cracks in the joints at the top of the 
stove are for the purpose of allowing space 
for expansion and contraction. The joints 
must also be perfectly made. 

The best material for the domestic range 
when not over four feet long is all-cast 
iron. The larger size, like the large French

In addition to A. pennsylvanica 
there are several easily obtainable varieties of this delicate woods- 
plant, effective in the border but particularly delightful when 
naturalized in the shade of the shrubbery border and young trees. 


Bleeding heart (Dicentra spectabilis). A plant of interesting habit; 
flowers pink and purplish; 3’; in light, rich soil; shade; propa- 
gate by division. 


Columbine (Aquilegia, in variety). One of the most valuable 
plants in the border on account of its exquisite and durable 
foliage and its long spurred blossoms. The various types range 
from the dainty blue and white A. coerulea to the 3’ to 4’ yellow 
flowered A. chrysantha. In moist, well drained sandy loam; 
partial shade; propagate by division. 

Globe Flower ( Trollius, in variety) of which T. caucasicas “Orange 
Globe” is perhaps the best; 1’ to 2’; in moist, heavy loam; par- 
tial shade; propagate by division. 


Hepatica (Hepatica triloba). One of the earliest blooming plants 
in the border; flowers white and blue; 4”; foliage practically 
evergreen; in rich, well drained loam; shade; propagate by divi- 
sion. 


Iris, Fleur-de-lis (/ris, in variety). There are many types of this 
popular perennial, ranging from the small J. pumila to the tower- 
ing /. leavigata, or Japanese Iris. Some of the best of the va- 
rious species are Walhalla, Johann de Witt, Queen of May, Mme. 
Chereau, Oniga-shima, Snow Queen, Perfection, and Victorine. 
Plant in rich, well drained loam; sun; propagate by division, 
preferably immediately after blooming.

Grows most 
successfully in beds prepared as for the Madonna lily above; sun 
or part shade; cover lightly with well rotted manure through win- 
ter to be removed early in spring; propagate by division. 

Phlox (Phlox, in variety). From among the various types the 
following are especially good: Aurora Boreale, Bridesmaid, 
Elizabeth Campbell, Gismonda, Independence, O. Wittich, 
Robert Werner and R. P. Struthers. Plant in rich, rather moist 
soil, although it is not particular; sun; propagate by division. 

Primrose (Primula, in variety). Plant in light soil; shade; propa- 
gate by division as soon as possible after flowering. 

Wake Robin (Trillium grandiflorum). Early flowering; large 
white blossom; 12” to 18”; in rich soil; partial shade; propagate 
by division.

in central Pennsylvania.

mirable advances in this

This is because they have scrimped and 
saved for the home and thought that the 
garden could wait. Why not save for the

Some day I am going to have my home 
and my garden. I really have not planned 
much about the home except in a general 
sort of way, but I have actually started my 
garden- and I do not even know where I 
shall build! 

Plants are expensive things at any time, 
when one stops to consider how many it 
takes to make up a garden, but after sup- 
porting several carpenters’ families for a 
year or more, they are sure 
to seem as unattainable as the

I am raising for my garden. Few can 
judge just what will be the fashion ten 
or twenty years from now, as regards 
plants, so I carefully kept away from fad- 
dists’ material. 

I doubt not that Japanese Barberries 
will be selling for a dime, in a decade— 
Spireas for a quarter—and Forsythia for a 
half-dollar; but broad-leaved evergreens, 
and some of the better evergreen trees are 
going to be more expensive even than they 
are now. That is why I have given so 
much room to these latter sorts to the 
exclusion of the commoner types of shrubs. 

Our old henyards are located in a some- 
what sheltered spot behind the old barn. 
The apple orchard tempers the winter 
winds, and the old coops the damaging 
early spring sun. 

The ground was well prepared for the 


plants. It seemed useless to try to grow 
the kind of plants that I want in my 
dream-garden under any conditions but 
the best. Finely chopped hay and lawn 
clippings were spread over the soil to a 
depth of four inches or more, and the area 
plowed twice. On this rough surface two 
inches (rank extravagance it seemed at the 
time) of commercial humus was applied 
and harrowed in. 

I had made a rough plan to show where 
to put the various plants on the list that I 
intended to buy, but I neglected to allow 
room enough for my “odds and ends” 
collection. How this has grown from gifts 
of seeds, cuttings, and plants! Eventually, 
I had to add on a new piece of ground to 
accommodate it.

NTERIOR woodwork does much to fix 

the style characteristics of our rooms. In

19th Century, the change was gradual an 
a transition instead of a capricious assump- 
tion of style, such as we so often indulge in 
today. 

The earlier 17th Century held on to 
Middle Age influences, traces of Gothi 
habits in woodworking, and _ followed 
somewhat laggingly the transition to the 
English Georgian influence which pro- 
duced such fine wood-lined rooms as the old 
Virginia examples shown in the illustra- 
tions. 

Most of these belong to the first half of 
the 18th Century, and show the current 
English regard for the wall paneled from 
floor to ceiling. In England, deal was often 
used,—Scandinavian pine; and in_ this 
country a similar material was available in 
rare quality and in an inexhaustible quan- 
tity. In New England there was the white 
pine, and in the South, the hard or yellow 
pine, showing in such old work as we illus- 
trate, careful selection of the heart or rift 
wood of the tree. Much of this old panel 
work is now painted, but the paint cracks 
and blisters off, and frequently reveals a 
well waxed surface beneath.

HERE being no ideal source to which 

one might go for designs and for work- 
ing drawings of such things as these, we be- 
gan to fill the need by making our first group 
of the series a set of three roadside refresh- 
ment stands, than for which type of struc- 
ture there is perhaps no greater need of 
improvement.

these standards may be in a decorative way, 
yet how simply they may be constructed and 
designed and how inexpensively made. ‘The 
four benches made use, in the different 
types, of wood, stone and brick, and were 
shown in their most suitable settings. Both 
the flagpoles and the benches were as well 
adapted to the grounds of private places as 
to the park areas of the community. 

After refreshment stands, the next road- 
side edifice to need improvement is the 
filling station. Soin the June issue this type 
of structure, so convenient, yet so often un- 
sightly, was shown in three designs of real 
beauty—one small one in frame, one in tile 
and stucco, and one in stone. These were 
the work of Foster & Vassar, architects. 

Six light standards for street and road- 
side illumination were designed for the 
July issue by Frank Forster. In the August 
number sixteen designs for roadside signs 
were made by Schell Lewis, who renders 
in pen and ink all the designs of the series. 
Three small buildings, to be used as park 
shelters, real estate field offices, or similar 
purposes, designed by Dise & Ditchey, 
architects, m: ade up the final instalment of 
the first six months of the series. 

The publication of these thirty-seven 
designs and the offering to our readers of 
the working drawings free of charge has 
resulted in an enormous number of in- 
quiries and requests. Many of the refresh- 
ment stands have been, and are being, 
built. “The roadside signs, too, have proved 
extremely popular. Filling stations from 
these plans are under construction in several 
parts of the country. The town of River- 
bend, Quebec, is being equipped with the 


Type A street light shown in the July issue, 
and other communities are installing other 
types from the same series. “The Legislative 
Secretary for the Northern Ontario De- 
partment of Lands and Forests has built 
one of the refreshment stands on the trans- 
continental Provincial Highway to serve as 
an inspiration for proprietors of these road- 
side establishments. Park departments, town 
planners, improvement have 
asked to be placed upon the mailing list for 
plans, and colleges are using them in their 
lecture courses on the subjects to which they 
relate.

HIS response has persuaded us to go 
further into the matter of Town Bet- 
terment than we had planned at first and to 
increase the facilities for distributing plans. 
For instance, we shall add various things 
like drinking fountains, park shelters, and 
other devices and structures, to the list of 
refreshment stands, filling stations, signs, 
street lights, benches and flagpoles which 
we will go on publishing. In 
these we will publish designs for typical 
treatments of village greens, town cen- 
ters, and similar problems connected with 
town planning. These latter plans, natur- 
ally, can only serve as guides, as the prob- 
lems of each community are in some re- 
spects different; so no working drawings 
will be available. But for all the actual 
structures and devices working drawings, 
as in the past, may be had free of charge. 
Instead of showing one kind of thing each 
month—that is, one series of lights or signs 
or filling stations, we will show a group of 
different accessories, in order that a wider 
range of interests may be met in each issue. 
Suggestions will be welcomed from our 
readers for still further items to our list of 
already published and proposed designs. It 
can be readily understood that all the things 
designed should have a real community 
significance. If they are not objects actually 
to be used as public property, such as park 
benches and street lights, they should be of 
such a semi-public nature that their appear- 
ance closely affects the appearance of the 
community in the way that filling stations 
and refreshment stands do.

Which to Live by Day and Sleep at Night 


J ITH space at a premium and the 
cost of living mounting daily many 
people have found it necessary to live in 
what is known as a one-room apartment. 
Many of the newer apartment houses, to 
meet the increasing demand, make a fea- 
ture of a room of this kind, which is gen- 
erally about 12 feet by 16 with a ceiling 
height of about 9'% feet. To furnish an 
apartment of this type one must proceed 
with infinite care as only the necessities can 
be considered and all furniture not actually 
in use must be discarded regardless of as- 
sociation, cost or sentiment. 
The first thing to do is to select a color 
scheme that is restful and pleasing

color that will not intensify or draw atten-

tion to the smallness of the room. A soft 
green with a slight glaze makes a good 
background, as does also deep ivory or corn 
color. This latter tone is especially good 
if the room is dark as it serves to brighten 
up the walls. 

The draperies should be carefully con- 
sidered and if the window proportions are 
not good I would advise using some mate- 
rial that is almost the same color as the 
wall. This will blend in and not call 
attention to the architectural features. If 
the windows are well balanced the curtains 
might be of green and gold stripe sunfast 
taffeta—a fabric that wears well and makes 
a nice contrast to. the background. This 
comes 50 inches wide. The curtains should 


be made with French pleats to meet at the 
top and can be looped back on either side 
with a simple gold cord and tassel. Hang- 
ings of this description though conserva- 
tive are interesting and in good taste. 

In front of the window place a medium 
size drop-leaf table either in mahogany or 
walnut, one that will answer the purpose 
for meals and yet will not be in the way 
during the day. On this put a simple table 
lamp in cream colored pottery or green 
crackle ware with a silk shade in gold color.

F ALL Japanese keramic productions, 

Satsuma ware is the most widely 
known in Western lands. In the Eighties 
a bit of Satsuma faience was considered al- 
most a necessary note in any decorative 
scheme having the oriental splendor of a 
“cosy corner.” Vases, bowls, cups and tea- 
pots of this ivory colored ware with its 
color decoration enriched with gold caught 
the eye of the decade and made a consider- 
able demand upon its purse. It was then 
that the so-called “Old” Satsuma and “Im- 
perial” Satsuma firmly imbedded itself in 
the affections of the art-lovers of the Oc- 
cident. 

As a matter of fact, the Satsuma was 
neither “Old” nor “Imperial.” It was, in- 
deed, very new, and there never has been an 
imperial Satsuma. 

In Japan’s southermost island, Kyiishii, 
lies the province of Satsuma, with its capital 
city of Kagoshima. Tradition has it that 
in 1592, seventeen Korean master-potters 
and their families came into Satsuma and 
settled first at Kagoshima, there establishing 
a pottery under the patronage of the 
Daimyé. 

At first these Korean potters, quickly 
having adapted themselves to their new 
surroundings, produced only a species of 
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This early Satsuma cup, male 
about 1770, is of white porce- 
lain decorated with colored 
enamels, iron red, gold and 
silver. It is signed by the 
artist who created it, as is cus- 
tomary. His name was Kirasa

OING on the hypothesis—which is 

the correct one—that the greenhouse, 
no matter how small, is a real garden under 
glass, and not merely a floral hotel in which 
to accommodate plants and flowers tempo- 
rarily, we will naturally want to plant it 
for permanent beauty, as we would a gar- 
den out-of-doors. 

This idea of really landscaping the in- 
terior of the greenhouse, and thus provid- 
ing oneself with a winter garden that will 
hold the same joyousness and restfulness as 
does the summer garden out-of-doors, is not 
a new idea, but comparatively few green- 
house owners have availed themselves of it. 
The reason for this is not far to seek. The 
professional greenhouse gardeners, cast in a 
standard mould, and tied hand and foot by 
the traditions of European apprenticeship, 
are usually opposed to any variation from 
their accustomed practice. And the green- 
house manufacturers, devoid of imagina- 
tion, too often recommend the standard 
interior arrangement of benches and walks 
—based on the requirements of commercial 
establishments. If they are consulted as to 
plants and planting, they will invariably 
suggest the standard things. It never occurs

this type closely followed or imitated 
the Korean Mishima faience in the 
matter of its conventional pattern. In 
the gray Satsuma Mishima the body 
clay varies in color from a dull red 
to a grey tinged with red. Occasion- 
ally white pieces with black decora- 
tion were made, these having a sand- 
colored body clay and a thick white 
craquellé glaze. 

The second type of old Satsuma 
follow'ng the Korean types was called 
sunkoroko, which name, according co 
an early Japanese writer, was derived 
from the name of an ancient Chinese 
pottery called Koroko, and from Sung, 
the name of a Chinese dynasty famous 
for its art products. The body clay 
of this suskoroko faience was hard, 
fine and light grey in color. It was 
given a transparent glaze lending a 
buff-grey tone to the surface. The 
conventional decoration was always 
in dark brown having a slight olive 
tone. 


SETO-GLAZE 


The third type of Satsuma included 
the polychromatic glazes and was 
known as Seto-kusuri or “Seto-glaze” 
faience, so named because its glazes 
resembled or imitated the glazes made 
famous by the potters of the village 
of Seto in the province of Owari. In 
the Seto-kusuri type of faience Sat- 
suma displays a rich brown glaze of 
great beauty and brilliance, somewhat 
more olive in tone than the glazes of 
the Owari potters at Seto and flecked 
with blue or with white. This is the 
most typical of the Satsuma flambhé 
glazes. Then there was the Torufu 
or tiger-skin glaze which had a thin 
yellow glaze over a brown pate and 
overglaze of a reddish brown; the 
Bekko-cusuri or tortoise-shell glaze 
which employed deeper richer browns 
and warm yellows as overglazes on 
cream white with splashes of brown; 
the Jakatsugusuri or dragon glaze of 
globule-like patches resembling some- 
what the scales of a dragon; the 
Sameyaki, with glaze chagrined like 
shark’s skin. There were also olive 
green, black and iron-dust glazes. In 
the Seto-kusuri Satsuma the underglaze 
is not so transparent as the overglaze 
and is lighter in color. 

Little tea-jars of these glazes are 
highly prized by connoisseurs. One 
of the characteristics of the tea-jars 
of old Satsuma are the itoguire, or 
thread-marks, on the bottom of the 
piece, showing the manner in which 
the Satsuma potter loosened it from 
the potter’s wheel by drawing beneath 
the clay of the freshly turned ‘jar a 
thread or wire to effect the separation 
of the piece from the table of the 
wheel. In these Satsuma pieces the 
itoguire will always be found running 
from left to right as one looks upon 
the upturned base, showing that the 
Satsuma potter drew the thread with 
his right hand, thus differing in prac- 
tice from nearly all the potters of 
other provinces, as these drew the 
cutting thread with the /eft hand, thus 
producing right-to-left itogwire. 

The fourth type of Satsuma faience, 
and the last to be considered is the 
white ware having an ivory tint glaze, 


minutely crackled and delicately orna- 
mented in vitrifiable colored enamels 
and gold. 

After the discovery in Satsuma 
province of a white pottery clay at 
Kasada, a village not far from Kago- 
shima, the faience with the crackled 
glaze was evolved, but in the earlier 
period of pieces of this sort decora- 
tion was rarely employed, and when 
it was, this, according to some author- 
ities was in a blue or in a brown 
underglaze monochrome. 

Early in the 19th Century, long 
after this plain white crackled-glaze 
had been produced by the Satsuma pot- 
ters, two Koreans of the province were 
sent by the Prince to Kyéto, there to 
learn the art of keramic decoration 
in which the Ky6dto potters excelled. 
At Kyéto was made a faience called 
Nishikide, or “brocade painting” from 
the resemblance of its overglaze dec- 
oration to the design of richly pat- 
terned textiles. This nishikide deco- 
ration was in gold and colors, rich 
in effect and yet of exquisite delicacy. 
These two potters from Satsuma re- 
turned to their province, but as sis/i- 
kide was a very expensive sort of 
decoration to produce, it was employed 
on comparatively few of the Satsuma 
pieces at the time, apparently being 
confined to such as were intended as 
gifts to be presented by the Daimyd 
himself to friends and officials whose 
favor he courted. Precious indeed are 
these bits of faience and their rarity 
long made them coveted by native 
Japanese connoisseurs. 


JAPANESE IMITATIONS 


With the opening of Japanese ports 
to foreign trade, the native manu- 
facturers of pottery were quick to 
take advantage of the Western appre- 
ciation of the nishikide of Satsuma, 
and so sought to imitate it as closely 
as possible in order to supply a demand 
in Europe and America for the dee- 
orated ware, counting on the inex- 
perience of a world but lately intro- 
duced to Japanese art products. Not 
only was the wishikide Satsuma im- 
itated to some degree, but also genuine 
pieces of the white crackled ware of 
Satsuma were gathered from the prov- 
ince and taken elsewhere in Japan to 
receive an overglaze in gold and 
colors and sent out in the world of 
commerce to parade as genuine Sat- 
suma wishikide. No wonder perplex- 
ities met the Western student of Jap- 
anese keramics! In turn some of the 
old white wares of Kyéto were trans- 
formed into “Satsuma” by native ‘n- 
genuity. Many of these will be found 
bearing the marks of Kinkozan, Ken- 
zan, Taizan, Giozan, Iwakurazan and 
others of the Awata district of Kyoto. 
Notwithstanding their fraudulence as 
to being genuine Satsuma nishikide, 
many of these pieces are really very 
beautiful, although the advanced co'- 
lector may scold at them! All th 
cond:tions to the Western collect 
the following to test his flair 
things genuine: (a) Genuine und:-- 
orated old white craguellé Satsums;

People kick over the traces when 
they become surfeited. In Eng!and 
and on the Continent artists and 
craftsmen are surfeited with the past 
and with tradition. They have had to 
live with them so long. Consequently 
they are inclined to throw tradition 
out the window. We, on the other 
hand, are too young a people to be 
surfeited. We are so young that we 
are the most conservative nation on 
the face of the globe. We cling to 
what little traditions we possess. One 
of these days we may become so bored 
with early American furniture that 
we’ll do something desperate, but that 
day is still far off. 

From the architectural viewpoint 
the Exhibition des Arts Decoratifs was 
a mad and colorful conglomeration by 
day and a not unlovely fantasmagoria 
by night. There were enough archi- 
tectural vagaries to make this Ameri- 
can delegate wonder if the show were 
the product of madmen or simply the 
tricks and pranks of highly sophisti- 
cated architects who wanted to create 
the most serious and sustained exhibi- 
tion of bad taste the world has ever 


seen. Or were they really striving 
for a hitherto unpronounced interpre- 
tation of living Nature? The same 
doubt did not arise on seeing the 
gardens, the sculpture, the books, the 
glassware, silver, ceramics, or some of 
the other individual exhibits, except 
perhaps certain sections of furniture. 
And since furniture and decoration 
are interests closely allied to House & 
Garden, I will devote my remaining 
space to them. 

The illustrations chosen for these 
pages are of modernist interiors, two 
from a New York apartment and thx 
remainder French, some of which were 
shown at the exhibition. They are the 
least radical of many that were avail- 
able. The first thing that strikes the 
observer are the lines of the furniture. 
The pieces look elephantine and out 
of proportion. So a great many of 
them are. They appear to have been 
made for people who are very much 
over-weight. The modernist has a 
weakness for heavily overstuffed or 
tufted furniture of the sort that made 
popular the red plush sofa in the

regrettable days of the General Grant 
era. On the other hand, much of the 
craftsmanship is superb, for good 
craftsmanship is a form of tradition 
that has not yet been abandoned on 
the Continent. Rare and unusual 
woods are used and used effectively. 
Macassar and Gabon ebony, rosewood 
with ivory inlay. The chairs are, in 
the main, comfortable; but the lines 
of the furniture, however stimulating 
as novelties, cannot be said to delight 
the eye for a long time. They are too 
heavy, too ponderous, too serious look- 
ing. One wonders if the average 
American would want to live with 
such furniture. 

Contrasted with this is the bril- 
liancy of the coloring and the manner 
in which colors are combined. Raw, 
primitive reds, blues, yellows and 
greens are thrown together in fabrics 
and wall decorations that fairly shout. 
The designs are modernist in the ex- 
treme. And whereas the furniture 
designs are mainly rotund, the fabric 
designs are often angular. They are 
lively and amusing and full of 
laughter. 

The combination of these two types, 
the heavy and the light, the ponderous 
and the lively, make the modernist 
interior strangely incongruous. They 
remind one of stout men sitting down 


THE RISE OF 


HE history of domestic architec- 

ture in this country falls into 
three or four distinct phases of which 
one has always been a source of won- 
der and regret. First came the primi- 
tive types of houses built by early 
settlers with the materials they found 
on the spot. Settled cond:tions and 
better transportation saw the building 
of homes on the style current in Eng- 
land at the time—the Georgian style. 
Examples of the local interpretation 
of this style are found all up and 
down the Atlantic seaboard. Its in- 
fluence extended up beyond 1800. 
Then we entered the phase of Greek 
Revival, where the taste for classicism 
manifested itself in some lovely and 
livable houses. This era extended up 
to about 1850. Then came the era 
of darkness in domestic architecture 
when all the good things of the past 
were forgotten and the houses built 
then fell into a slough of ugliness. 
This extended through the Civil War 
era and up beyond the administration 
of General Grant. It is this last period 
that has always caused speculation. 
Why the slump in taste? Why the 
disregard for the beauty of the past? 
Several theories have been advanced 
and one, at least, is highly probable. 
It is said that the earlier carpenters 
worked from plan books and _ port- 
folios of details that contained no bad 
material; it was all reproduced from 
the finer work in the old country. By 
the middle of the last century we 
began creating our own books and 


to a vast meal and then getting up 
and trying to do some such lightsome 
step as the “Charleston”. 

You naturally ask if this modernist 
style has permanency, will it becom 
commonly used? Some of it may, but 
a great deal will certainly not. The 
modernist movement in the arts today 
is laboratory work; all kinds of ex- 
periments are being made. I wish, 
though, that more of the experiment 
were thrown away and fewer of then 
put on exhibition. To perfect th 
electric light, the talking machine anc 
the telephone Edison and Bell prob- 
ably tried and abandoned thousands of 
experiments before they announced 
discoveries practical for public service. 
The trouble with the modernist artist, 
architect, furniture and fabric de- 
signers is that they apparently put 
every experiment on the market as 
full-fledged, complete and brand-new 
discovery. The Exhibition des Art 
Decoratifs was simply a vast array of 
these experiments, fully fifty percent 
of which should have been discarded 
before they reached the region of 
L’Esplanade des Invalides. And yet 
out of this chaos some order may 
eventually come, some new feeling, 
some new styles, some new revaluation 
of architecture and decoration that we 
can take seriously and adopt. 


STOCK DESIGNS 


issuing our own magazines, and these 
were in execrable taste. Certainly this 
is true of books published after the 
Civil War. The houses were mere 
boxes dandified up with jigsaw trim- 
mings. Later in the period appeared 
that strange excrescence, the Rural 
Gothic house, with lancet windows 
and wooden castellated towers. 

The more plausible theory for the 
descent of the dark era in American 
domestic architecture is that it began 
coincident with the first manufacture 
of stock materials—stock doors and 
window frames, moldings and such. 
Hitherto these were made on the job 
by the carpenter. He fitted windows 
of varying sizes to the requirements 
of a house’s facades. His details were 
not cast in a mold and uniform. The 
appearance of stock materials put into 
the discard the carpenter’s old im- 
agination and ingenuity. Things were 
made easy for him; he no longer had 
to think. This baneful influence has 
now passed away, for never in the 
history of domestic architecture have 
there been available so many excellent 
patterns in stock building materials. 
Well designed, well proportioned, 
well-built, these items represent the 
best architectural taste and the best 
workmanship, Just as the dark era 
was probably due to bad designs, so 
the intelligent era of today has to 
thank the inanufacturer of good stock 
designs for much of its existence.

or Dahlia—personally, I would say 
even more so, 

There is no trouble at all in grow- 
ing your own bulbs. A certain veil 
of mystery has seemed to shroud the 
grow.ng of Dutch bulbs; but that is, 
for the most part, merely the taboo 
of the unknown. You have probably 
heard mother bulbs spoken of as if 
they were a sort of sacred and mys- 
terious class to which all other bulbs 
did homage—a kind of queen bee 
type heading the family. But mother 
bulbs are no different from any other 
bulbs; they are all intelligent enough 
to divide and multiply just as soon as 
they grow up. A mother bulb is 
merely one that is ready to send out 
off-shoots or splits or slabs, which 
are technical terms for small bulbs. 
These start within the old bulb and 
develop until they begin to assert their 
individuality at the top of the old 
bulb in what is termed a double-nosed 
bulb—really two bulbs still wrapped 
in one sheathing of outer layers and 
skin. This double-nosed bulb, or 
mother bulb (it is called double- 
nosed when sold for forcing and a 
mother bulb when planted) after 
another season’s growth, splits off into 
two, three or sometimes more bulbs. 
I have had big bulbs split off into as 
many as twenty-two small bulbs, but 
this is abnormal. 

In buying bulbs for home planting, 
get the largest ones you can—double- 
nosed if possible. By cutting a bulb 


cross-wise you can see just how many 
divisions or new bulbs it will make— 
or would have made!—during the 
next season’s growth. 

The process of division and multi- 
plication is entirely natural and asex- 
ual; the grower has nothing to do 
but put the bulb in the ground, under 
good conditions; Nature does the rest. 

What are these good conditions’ 

Any sound, healthy, heavy bulb wil! 
flower for one season, under almost 
any conditions. But now we are after 
more bulbs, and that is something 
different. We want not only a good 
flower, but all the strength and vigor 
possible to make these new bulbs 
Therefore we are likely to get better 
results if we borrow a small patch 
of the vegetable garden than if we 
use the flower bed. For these reasons 

First, the vegetable garden soil is 
likely to be in better tilth and better 
drained than the flower garden, and 
both these factors are important 
Daffodils, planted for bulbs, are es- 
sentially a winter and early spring 
crop and, therefore, good drainag 
is one all-important thing. They 
should make a mass of roots during 
fall and early winter, the root growth 
continuing long after the surface of 
the ground is frozen. I have taker 
up bulbs in December with the roots 
fifteen inches long, and still in active 
condition. If good roots are formed, 
the crop is half made, but this vigor-

ous root growth cannot be produced 
if water stands in the soil around or 
just beneath the bulbs. Water in the 
soil, even though not sufficient to rot 
the bulb, will prevent this vigorous 
root growth which is essential to the 
best results. 

Having made sure that drainage is 
satisfactory, the next step is to plow 
or fork the ground very deep. The 
bulbs should be planted four or five 
inches below the level surface. The 
Dutch method is to plant them in 
three feet which 
take 8 to 13 large bulbs and !4 to 
35 smaller bulbs to each row across 


beds ide, 


the bed; the rows are six inches apart. 
TWO PLANTING METHODS 


The American method is to plant 
them in either single or double rows, 
spacing the bulbs two to three inches 
apart, and making the rows two to 
three feet apart. In the Dutch system 
of planting, the soil is removed from 
the beds entirely, the bulbs placed and 
the soil returned. The American style 
is to open a trench or furrow, five 
or six inches deep, place the bulbs 
in firmly right side up, and in cover- 
ing, to hill or “ridge” the rows, just 
as is done in planting potatoes. In 
either case, it is desirable to give a 
mulching of straw or marsh hay or 
manure, after the ground 
freezes, to prevent winter thawing 
and freezing and premature starting 
of the bulbs in the spring. If any 
weeds start, before freezing, they 
should be hoed or cultivated out. 

As to soil, a good light loam is 
preferable, but they will do satisfac- 
torily, just as onions will, in quite 
heavy soil or in light, sandy soil, 
provided there is good drainage in 
winter and moisture enough to carry 
them through the spring. 

Daffodils, like most other bulbs, 
appreciate particularly an abundance 
of humus in the soil; and if there js 
not plenty of rotted manure readily 
available, it will pay well to mix a 
liberal amount of commercial humus 
in the beds, or in the bottoms of the 
furrows, when you plant the bulbs. 
Bone meal, at the rate of 5 to 10 
pounds to each 100 square feet of 
bed, or a good handful to each 5 or 
6 running feet of row, will provide 
all the fertilizer needed. But the bone- 
meal should be thoroughly mixed 
with the soil before planting the 
bulbs. 

In the spring, just as soon as the 
frost is out, remove the mulch and 
rake off the top: of the ridges. This 
destroys the first crop of weeds, and 
leaves a smooth level surface for the 
bulbs to push up through. Then hoe 
and cultivate, just as you would any 
garden crop, to promote vigorous 
growth. A light application of nitrate 
of soda may be given with benefit.

in an open field to which he had ex- 
panded across the way, with the new- 
est and best of the Chrysanthemums 
he could get in England or America. 

Among these were incurved types 
as beautiful as any Aster; there were 
single flowers and semi-double flow- 
ers more beautiful than most Asters. 
There flowers with Anemone 
centers, which is a way of describing 
a collection of small petals surrounded 
by several rows of larger petals. 
There were white flowers, and of 
yellow there were 
many that were bronze, and a few 
that were almost scarlet, and others 
richly crimson. The pink forms were 
wonderfully fine, and that brings me 
into memory of an old friend, Lilian 
Doty, of the purest pink imaginable, 
manifested in a flower of fair size 
for outdoors, and of the most grace- 
ful incurved type.

USE THEM FREELY 


I propose these newer, better Chrys- 
anthemums, of which most of the 
more important florists have a fairly 
adequate group of varieties, to be 
used much more freely. Let them fol- 
low early annuals; let them have a 
place that will otherwise be almost 
bloomless. Plant them in the shade 
of shrubs that will keep off Jack 
Frost. On frosty nights newspapers 
or light muslin can be stretched 10 
keep out the frost. They will be 
worth this trouble. 

Most of all, cut them and give 
them away freely. They will be ad- 
mired and cherished, and will pro- 
duce an abundant crop of that good- 
will which follows a gift of flowers, 
particularly if the flowers are grown 
by the donor of his own skill and 
love and attention rather than bought 
of the florist. 

Someone who is attracted by these 
words may be thinking as he reads >f 
the Chrysanthemums he has seen along 
the roadsides and in the farm yards. 
I imagine there are probably ten 
thousand varieties of such over the 
United States, and many of them are 
very good. It is an exceedingly good 
plan to bargain for a little offset in 
the spring from plants that have been 
noted the year before, for most of 
these farm "Mums are hardy. In the 
very early spring there come up from 
the widened mass of roots and ste:ms 
little leaf clusters, each of which with 
care can be separated from the parent

PURCHASED PLANTS 


The best start, however, is wit! 
the purchased plants, and these inay 
be not only early and late—early 
preferred, as all I have above writte: 
proposes—but large or small, sing! 
or semi-double or double, of beauti- 
fully informal shape or of classicall 
incurved formal style. They may ru 
through many and various shades of 
the whole color gamut save blue, fo: 
so far no Chrysanthemum has en- 
tered the cyanic range of colors. Th 
yellow shades are clear and bright, a: 
are the crimsons as well. As I hay 
above said, the pink hues are even 
and pure, and there are also ver 
many shades of pink. I have never 
seen a pure, true scarlet, though Mrs 
Calvin Coolidge, as named by th 
Department of Agriculture last year, 
seems to head that way. No other 
flower does better in the orange and 
bronze shades. 

The culture is simple, and _ relates 
to good ordinary garden soil, not 
damp; to clean culture, and to keep- 
ing off those mean little black lice or 
aphis which seem so fond of the jui 
of the Chrysanthemum. Theoretically 
in my own growing I do not “dis- 
bud,” as the florist calls it, but actually 
I do sometimes pinch out, in a sort vf 
casual way, part of the buds on 
shoot so as to allow the end bud, or 
what the florist calls the “crown bud,” 
to do a little better by itself and by 
me. 

The Japanese Anemone is a favor- 
ite of mine, and I gloat over its wax) 
petals for many weeks in the earl 
fall. It was therefore a pleasure t 
find last year that one of the newer 
Department of Agriculture Chrysan- 
themums closely resembled my _ pe! 
anemone Whirlwind, which _ latter, 
however, had finished blooming com- 
pletely long before the Chrysanthe- 
mums needed to fear Jack Frost. 

With these "Mums, as with oth 
flowers, I do not expect complete suc- 
cess each season. It is a delightfu 
hazard of thoughtful gardening that 
one year one thing is supreme and 
another year it retires. With Chrysan- 
themums I expect about three out 0 
four years to give me October ane 
November pleasure and to provide ™m 
friends with quantities of welcom 
flowers.

garden, designed to suit your own 
taste, expressing your own individual- 
ity, and offering you the opportunity 
to be your own gardener, to the same 
degree that you can be out-of-doors. 

It is small wonder then that the 
person who is considering the posses- 
sion of a one-man greenhouse is often 
assailed by groundless doubts as to 
what he may be able to do with it 
after he gets it. He has been given to 
understand that the growing of Car- 
nations on two-foot stems, and such 
wonderful Roses and Chrysanthemums 
as are to be seen in the florists’ shops, 
requires the most expert care, and 
years of experience; and that is per- 
fectly true. What he doesn’t under- 
stand is that he can have just as much 
success, and infin:tely more fun, with- 
out attempting to grow these things 
at all! He can take the interior of his 
new greenhouse and make a garden of 
it to suit his own fancy, adapting both 
the arrangement of the interior, and 
the plants that fit into it, to that end. 

The few examples of under-glass 
gardens shown in connection with this 
article give a good idea of the range 
and variety which it is possible to 
achieve. Purposely I have chosen them 
from greenhouses of moderate size— 
the family type, that can easily be 
cared for without a_ professional 
greenhouse chauffeur. It is readily 
seen that imagination and individual- 
ity can have quite as free play here as 
in the out-of-doors garden. You will 
notice, also, that many of the plants 
used are not in the least expensive. A 
packet of Nasturtium seed, for in- 
stance; or of Morning Glory, or 
Clarkia, will give you months of 
bloom; and the growing plants may be 
fitted into any decorative scheme, to be 
replaced later, if you wish, by some 


more lasting plant, something that will 
become a permanent feature of your 
all-year-round garden, growing more 
beautiful each season. 

Your first step, then, is to get a 
mental picture of the garden you 
would like to have, the garden of 
your dreams. Make a sketch—no mat- 
ter how rough 
would like to see confronting you, 
when you open the door to your 
greenhouse. Then, little by little, you 
can build to that ideal, creating a 
thing of beauty and a joy forever— 
a place you will love to retreat to—to 
spend many golden hours in. 

Let us consider first the walls, o 
sides of the house, for they form the 
background for the details of the pic- 
ture you will want to create. If your 
greenhouse has one solid wall, as it 
will have if it is of the lean-to type; 
or if it has concrete extending above 
the benches at any point, you will 
have the opportunity of using a per- 
manent wall covering such as English 
Ivy, or the Creeping Rubber Plant. 
I consider the latter the most attrac- 
tive greenhouse vine I have ever seen. 
When buying it specify Ficus repens. 
It makes a very rapid growth, even 
in moderate temperature, and the foli- 
age is particularly attractive from one 
end of the year to the other. There 
is a trailing variety of Rubber Plant 
(Ficus radicans variegata) which has 
very small, prettily variegated green 
and white foliage, which is also most 
attractive and can be used very eficc- 
tively. 

Where there is not a solid wall 
available, and a background is 
sired, it is an easy matter to crate 
one by putting up chicken wire, -ub- 
stantially supported, close to the ¢ '55s

either along a side-wall or at the end 
of the house. This may be quickly 
covered with any climbing vine such as 
Nasturtiums, Thunbergia, or German 
Ivy, for temporary purpose. For a 
permanent effect, use the tender Eng- 
lish Ivy ( Hedera helix), This is easily 
grown anywhere, in sun or shade, and 
forms a most attractive green wall 
against which any flowering plant will 
show off to ideal advantage. 


FOR POSTS AND COLUMNS 


Among the many vines available 
for training up posts or columns, over 
trellises and along wires, it will do to 
mention a few of the better known. 
Smilax—with which you are probably 
familiar as florists “greens”—can 
readily be trained into any form de- 
sired, as it will spiral around a piece 
of twine and may be led anywhere; 
the numerous side-shoots make it most 
graceful and airy. When it is cov- 
ered with its tiny white flowers, as it 
will be for a period in the spring, it 
is a sight not to be forgotten. 4spara- 
gus plumosus, which you may remem- 
ber in your grandmother’s window 
garden as the delicate-leaved Lace- 
Fern, whose efforts to throw up long 
leafless feelers probably worried the 
good lady considerably, is by nature a 
climbing vine. I have seen it forty 
feet tall, a wonderful mass of filmy 
green. Asparagus sprengeri, some- 
times called Emerald Feather, is en- 
tirely distinct from 4. plumosus, but 
in its way jus* as beautiful. 

And then there are the flowering 
vines. Most satisfactory among these 
for the beginner I would place Clero- 
dendron balfouri and the tender Pas- 
sion Flower ( Passiflora princeps.) The 
former bears a mass of odd scarlet 
flowers, and the latter bright red 
flowers of rare individual beauty. 
Then there are the Mountain Rose 
(Antigonon leptopus) and Bougain- 
villea, of which Crimson Lake is the 
best variety. The latter does not make 
much shade, and is fine for training 
along the roof. 

For a very warm spot, you can use 
Allamanda hendersoni, which, with 
its great sweet-scented golden flowers, 
gives a tropical and unique effect; and 
also the Climbing Lily, Gloriosa. The 
former may be trained along the 
roofs; the latter attains a height of 
eight to ten feet, blooming for weeks 
during the autumn, when greenhouse 
flowers are scarce. 

The roof of the greenhouse, with 
well-considered treatment, can be 
made an attractive part of the pic- 
ture. In utilizing it, however, two 
things must be guarded against; the 
first is shutting out too much sunshine; 
and the second is getting a spotty 
effect—from the decorative point of 
view—by suspending individual plants 
or flowers from the roof, and thus 
spoiling the picture you have been 
attempting to create. One frequently 
sees this done, even in greenhouses 
which are supposed to be very fine. 
Never use overhead space just to make 
room for some plant. Suitably ar- 
ranged hanging baskets, tastefully 
planted with hanging or trailing 
plants and vines, can be made a great 
addition to the greenhouse picture

If your greenhouse is attached to 
the dwelling house, the place to } lan 
the floor from is the entrance. Stind 
there, and try to picture to your elf 
just the kind of garden you would 
like to step into. Don’t be afraic to 
plan to make use of water. Evin a 
few square feet of pool, with eithe: 
a formal or a rough, naturalistic edge, 
will do wonders for your garden pic. 
ture, and will create the effect of 
spaciousness as nothing else can. The 
edge of a little pool will give you th 
opportunity to display many plants 
to the very best advantage—and don’t 
forget that a pool only six feet in diam. 
eter, has over eighteen feet of edge! 


The pool also has a decided practical 
value, as the evaporation from its 
surface will keep the atmosphere of 
your house constantly moist, and bk 
of decided benefit to the general h alth 
of your plants. 

The mechanical side of a water 
feature is simple. Very little water-— 
not much more than a constant drip— 
will serve to keep it in operation, 
Drainage to take care of the slight 
overtlow there may be is, of COUTSe, 
essential, but easily provided for. If 
it is not convenient to attach the over- 
flow directly to the existing sewer 
system, a small dry well, cither insid 
or outside of the greenhouse, will tak 
care of it. The form and size of th 
pool itself may be arranged to suit 
your own fancy. 


FOLIAGE PLANTS 


As to plant material, there is such 
a wealth of that available that it is 
possible here to mention only a few ot 
the most ordinary things. Among th 
Palms, for instance, are such varietivs 
as Kentia Belmoreana and Fossteriana, 
and Phoenix Roebeleni. Cocos Wedde- 
liana is quite distinct from any of 
these, and indispensable for grouping 
with flowering plants. All four will 
thrive in a medium temperatun 
Among the Ferns, which are next to 
the Palms in importance in landscap- 
ing the indoor garden, there are s0 
many desirable ones that space does 
not permit attempting a list of varic- 
tices. Most of these will do in a mod 
erate temperature, the most important 
exception being ddiantum Farleyens, 
the most beautiful of all the Maiden- 
hairs; but there is now a hardier forn 
of this, g/oriosa, which will succeed 
with the others if given a warm nook, 
well protected from drafts. 

Among the other things you will 
want to acquire from time to time af 
Araucaria; Aspidistra; Crotons; Dra- 
caenas; and fancy-leaved Caladium 
for their wonderful multi-colored 
foliage, adding a pleasing contrast t0 
the greens of Palms and Ferns; th 
Umbrella Plant (Cyperus) which 3s 
particularly effective near water; the 
Rubber Plant (Ficus) of which ther 
are several forms beside the comme? 
house plant; Vinca, the most -ervic™ 
able of the trailing vines; and Fit-

Bargaining over hour rates may 
not accomplish much in the economy 
of moving, but close cooperation 
with the movers will usually ef- 
fect a big saving of this expensive 
time. The van should be ordered for 
an hour when you can be sure to be 
on hand, and with everything ready 
to go. Get assurance, too, if possible, 
that the movers will be as prompt as 
you. In the great rush of the moving 
season, transfer companies have many 
delays and adjustments to make, but 
the management will usually plan to 
make connections on time for people 
with whom time is important. One 
word of caution is worth injecting 
here about cooperating with the van 
man. Don’t carry it to the extent of 
supervising his load, for that may 
easily cause a waste of space, two 
loads instead of one, and double the 
expense, 

The size of the check to be given 
for this service will vary, of course, 
with the distance to be travelled, ac- 
cessibility of the furniture, congestion 
of the streets, etc., but it is a sub- 
stantial item in every case and counts 
heavily in the balance if you happen 
to be moving purely for economic 
reasons. 

Then there is the cost of repairs 
and extra furnishings when you set 
up housekeeping in new quarters. 
Repairs and repair bills are inevitable. 
The ageing of your furniture always 
shows up when it is moved, but seldom 
in a way to enhance its antique value. 
You may have vowed beforehand that 
you would not invest in anything new, 
but when you are trying to get set- 
tled in these rooms of different shape, 
you see how grotesque and clumsy 
some of the furniture grouping ap- 
pears; you observe gaping spaces here 
and there, or uninviting corners, and 
presently your resolution is broken— 
perhaps even to the tune of several 
hundred dollars. At least a large part 
of all this, in accurate accounting, 
has to be charged up to loss in moving. 

The adjustment to every new neigh- 
borhood is always a problem, and 
often an expense. It takes time to 
orientate yourself, to find the type of 
stores you are accustomed to patron- 
ize. Days pass before you settle on 
the butcher, grocer and baker whose 
prices, quality and standards of sani- 
tation are satisfactory, and in the 
meantime your expenses are higher 
than usual. 


THE PROFIT SIDE 


The profit side of the moving ac- 
count doesn’t lend itself so well to 
recording in dollars. But when the 
decision to move is prompted by an 
effort to economize on rent, we have 
a concrete money problem. If the 
lower-rent house is found, there is a 
definite item of just so many dollars 
which Mr. Mover and his family are 
setting out to save. Perhaps it is ten 
dollars a month, or maybe fifteen. In 
a year that amounts to $120 or $180 
—a tidy little sum. But measured over 
against the costs we have outlined 
above—measured with honesty and 
exactness—it shrinks away to almost 
nothing, and sometimes is much more 


than consumed. As a general rile, 
then, we can say with some assura \ 
that it doesn’t pay to move fo 
small saving in rent. That is, 
doesn’t pay the first year, and un ess 
we have rather substantial evide x 
that the reduction will continu 
through several years, moving on ‘har 
account is an economic loss. 

Another frequent quasi-finan 
reason for moving is to get a f res} 
apartment. The old landlord won’ 
redecorate or repair except as an in- 
ducement to new tenants, so old 
tenants often become new tenants at 
another place in order to get this ad- 
vantage. Here the matter is likely to 
resolve itself again into paying ou 
twice as much to move as the cost of 
decorations would be, if borne by 
the tenant himself. This is not t 
argue in favor of tenants incurring 
such costs, but to suggest that a bus. 
ness-like and firm proposal for nego- 
tiations with the landlord will get 
results more often than is generally 
supposed. That saves money and 
time, develops diplomacy, and is good 
for the back-bone!

ranges, should be of sheet steel. The 
excellent enamel ranges are durable 
but are necessarily subject to the wear 
and tear that the iron stove, without 
the enamel, is not subject to. 

The fire box is a most important 
part of the coal range because it is 
here that the coal is received. It is 
especially lined to stand the heat and 
chemicals generated. The fire box for 
coal is made of brick, and due to the 
steadiness of coal combustion, the 
brick takes care of the fire box in ex- 
cellent shape. But were you to use 
wood for running a fire, it is neces- 
sary to have a different lining which 
can take care of the sudden heating 
and cooling which happens in a wood 
fire and also to take care of the wood’s 
peculiar products of combustion. So 
you can see that the wood range and 
the coal range are fundamentally 
different and must not be confused. 
However, there are some ranges which 
can be made over from coal te wood 
consumers, 


THE GRATES 


In every fire box are grates on which 
the coals stand and through which 
the ash falls. In every make of rang: 
char- 
acteristic in each. All that is neces- 
sary to know here is that you must 
buy a coal range from a maker who 
has been in business for a long time 


there is something peculiarly 


and can give you a guarantee which 
counts, A good arrangement is the 
triangular revolving grate which is 
moved by the grate shaker. If you 
move it a little bit to left or right, 
the grate merely turns a little and the 
clinkers drop out. If you complete 
the revolutions a few times, the whole 
erate will empty. 

The sifting grate is a little grate 
that fits in under the revolving grate 
and catches any coal which is un- 
burned so that it can be easily put back 
into the fire box and consumed. 

The ovens are governed by the same 
rules of insulation and heat control 
as in other ranges, but are affected 
primarily by the oven drafts and 
dampers and flue operation. All these 
drafts and dampers must be operated 
from the outside of the range so that 
you can easily control them. 

One of the great conveniences of the 
coal range is the water back, either in 
the back of the range or at the right 
or the left side. This water back /s 
in connection with the boiler and af- 
fords a supply of hot water. 

The ash chute has become a most 
engaging practicality. With it, the 
range automatically empties itself of 
ashes which fall into a little hot pocket 
in the cellar. When there are no 
ashes, the device closes up securely. 

The hood is essential to any coal 
range provided you have a separate 
ventilating flue in the chimney to keep 
it from obstructing the draft. It is 
a large cover or canopy over the top 
of the stove so built as to carry the 
gases and odors up the ventilating 
chimney flue. It is well to have elec- 
tric light in the hood so that there is 
no eye strain when cooking. 

Coal ranges are made in every style 
with ovens at top or at the bottom, 
broiling compartments, single ovens or 


double ovens, some on the right or 


some on the left—in fact, almost ev-ry 
style imaginable. The fire box toc js 
sometimes in the middle or someti) nes 
on one side or the other. These things 
are unessential, the important pc int 
being to have a well made range f ree 
trom fancy designs and attached to q 
perfect flue. 

Among the pleasant things to have 
in your range are: 

(1) The fire pot must be large 
enough to heat the water back and 
the ovens, be they large or small, 
Unless the fire pot is adequate there 
will be much misery in the way of 
getting hot water and good roasts, 
(2) The drop broiling door must be 
large enough to admit the entran 
and exit of food. (3) The revolving 
grates must revolve and the materials 
of the fire box and grates must not 
burn out for ages and ages. (4+) Th 
grate bars must be fitted with crate 
shaker shanks and allow positive re. 
sults when removing the ashes. (5) 
It must be possible to remove the 
grate without disturbing the water 
back or fire brick. (6) The sifting 
grate and ash pan must have such 
wide flanges that there cannot be an 
overflow of ashes. (7) The castings 
must be heavy and the cooking spaces 
large. (8) The stove must fit vour 
needs and not your neighbor's. 


COMBINATION RANGES 


Today, to meet the demand of 
everybody, there are coal ranges com- 
bined with gas ranges and coal ranges 
combined with electricity. These com- 
binations are good if they are com- 
mixtures, For 
example, if you have a coal and gas 
range, see to it that the gas part has 


binations not 


its own oven and its own connection 
and that the coal range has its own 
part. In other words, it should b 
a two unit range rather than a one. 
The reason for th's is that if the gas 
and coal supply the same oven, ver 
soon the gas range fails to act th 
way it should and much trouble and 
inconvenience are caused. some very 
excellent little combination ranges ar 
made not more than three feet long 
The combination gas and coal range 
is an economy when gas mains run 
through the street upon which th 
house is situated. 

Finally, it is well to know: 

1. That your range has ovens whieh 


are so built that they give even heat 

2. That the ovens and floors do not 
get overheated and are well insulated 

3. That the manufacturer is gh! 
to take the stove apart and show you 
its good points. 

4. That there is sufficient ventilating 
space back of the fire back. 

5. That the ash pan is ample in 
$1Ze. 

6. That the floor will stand th 
weight of the range you buy. 

7. That you will be able to cook 
in the oven without moving the dishes 
around from place to place. 

8. That the oven doors lock tight 
and whenever possible are ins! lated 

9. That the maker guarantees th 
stove to wear, that it will not warp 
buckle or crack because of strom: 
construction,

Galtonia candicans comes pretty near 
being so. But in the warmer parts of 
the country a great many can be 
grown out of doors and in California 
the majority would flourish like na- 
tive plants. Of none, not even Gladi- 
olus, has the full use been made and 
many have been quite neglected. All 
are remarkable for the brilliancy of 
their flowers but not a few are shy to 
blossom under gray northern skies. 
They miss the hot sun of their native 
land which in the dry season bakes the 
earth and ripens the bulbs. A majority 
of them rest through the dry season, 
bursting into flower at the end and 
imake their growth during the rains. 
It should be remembered that the sea- 
sons are Opposite to ours and that the 
rainy season is that of winter in the 
western part and summer in the east- 
ern, northern and interior parts of 
South Africa. Cape bulbs flourish and 
blossom best under full exposure to 
the heavens; when bushes invade their 
domain they flower sparsely or not at 
all until fire destroys the scrub. Cracks 
ind niches in boulders and cliffs are 
favorite places for plants like Nerine 
and there they luxuriate with the 
bulbs exposed or covered only by their 
own dried-up foliage. 

Most of the Cape bulbs are found 
in the drier rocky parts of Sout 
Africa, but the Watsonias are partial 
to acid soils and the different species 
of Gladiolus flourish under a variety 
of climatic conditions. Certain species 
like G. alatus, G. cuspidatus and G. 
angustus are confined to the western 
part of the Cape where winter rains 
prevail, others like G. purpureo-aura- 
tus and G, dracocephalus to Natal with 
its heavy summer rains, a few, like 
G. psittacinus and G. Saundersii, are 
common to both regions. Some, as for 
example G. cardinalis and G. splen- 
dens, are native of those parts where 
the annual rainfall is fairly equally 
distributed but is not excessive. Lastly 
there is G. primulinus, a child of the 
mist, whose home on the banks of the 
Zambesi River is constantly bathed in 
spray from the wonderful Victoria 


Falls which are 400 feet high and a 
mile wide. The species mentioned are 
the chief parents of the Gladiolus we 
know today. Lest anyone think that 
finality has been approached in the 
development of this popular flower I 
would remind the reader that there 
are more than eighty other species 
known to grow wild in South Africa. 

Ixias and Sparaxis are popular Cape 
bulbs of which there are many named 
sorts sold by dealers. A strange look- 
ing plant is Ixia viridiflora with livid 
green flowers each with a black center 
and yellow anthers larger than the 
black filaments. The spike is often 
more than a foot long and there are 
forms with pale blue and lilac-colored 
flowers. Ixia maculata has yellow’sh 
and J. ovata dark red flowers. Of 
Sparaxis there are many garden kinds 
descendant from the wild species §. 
tricolor, which has flowers of many 
shades of color. An allied plant is the 
Wand Flower, Dierama ensifolium 
often called Sparaxis pulcherrima, 
with white, pink and purple flowers 
and known in Natal as Grassy-bells. 

Pleasing little plants with plaited 
leaves and richly colored flowers are 
the Babianas, so-called because baboons 
are fond of their bulbs. A variable 
species is B. stricta with white, lilac- 
blue to pale yellow flowers; the va- 
riety rubrocyanea has red and blue 
flowers. Another (B. plicata) has vio- 
let-blue, clove-scented flowers. Less 
known is B. ringens with handsome 
scarlet flowers irregular in form, gap- 
ing at the mouth and much frequented 
by honey-loving birds. 

With the genus Tritonia the hy- 
bridist has been busy in recent years 
ind under the name of Montbretias 
the product is much grown in gardens. 
They are lovely plants with branched 
arching sprays carrying many yellow, 
orange and red shading to crimson 
flowers from August to October. They 
love the sun and are almost harvy ™

acclaimed the last word in Montbre- 
tias. The wild parents are chiefly 
Tritonia aurea, T. crocosmiflora, T. 
crocata and T. Pottsii, all common 
plants in South Africa. 

Antholyza, of which there are sev- 
eral species, is very closely related to 
Gladiolus, differing only in the abrupt 
expansion of the flower-tube. A com- 
mon species at the Cape is 4. Meria- 
nella with eighteen-inch high stems 
carrying half-a-dozen bright orange- 
colored flowers each with a narrow 
tube and abruptly dilated mouth. To 
the brilliancy of its blossom it owes 
its common name of “Flames”. 4n- 
tholyza nervosa has orange-red and 
A. revoluta bright red flowers. All 
are showy plants worthy of more at- 
tention than they now receive in gar- 
dens. 

Rivals of the Gladiolus in stateli- 
ness and beauty of blossom are the 
Watsonias. With flower-spikes from 3 
to § feet tall, either simple or 
branched, and bearing dozens of large 
salmon, rose or flesh-colored Gladio- 
lus-like flowers, these plants are con- 
spicuous in the peaty areas of many 
parts of South Africa. The most com- 
mon species is W’, rosea of which there 
is a lovely white variety known as 
Ardernei. Frequent also is W’. Me- 
riana whose stem bears several large 
inflated sheaths which collect and hold 
water, and many a traveller has 
quenched his thirst from these reser- 
voirs in times of drought. In Aus- 
tralia a fine race of hybrids named 
UW’. Croninii has been raised with tall 
branching stems and flowers of pure 
white and delightfully pink shades of

THE NERINE FAMILY 


A genus of beautiful Cape bulbs 
which is now coming into popular 
favor is Nerine or Guernsey Lily. 
There are about a dozen species and a 
great many hybrids with white, pink, 
orange-red to fiery scarlet flowers. 
They blossom in the late autumn and 
early winter sending up rigid stems 
a foot to a foot and a half tall which 
terminate in umbels of from 10 to 20 
flowers, each 6-partite with recurving 
and often undulate segments and 
bright colored outthrust stamens. The 
colors are singularly pure and_ the 
flowers glisten and sparkle like dia- 
monds, Some species flower from the 
naked bulbs, produce new 
leaves, rich green or glaucous, and 
flower-spikes at the same time. One of 
the oldest known is Nerine sarniensis 
of which there are several varieties 
with flowers varying in color from 
salmon to fiery scarlet. Another old 
favorite is N. Fothergillii major with 
fine crimson-red flowers, and hand- 
some is the newer N. Bowdenii with 
large pink blossoms, each segment 
with a dark medial line. A small 
greenhouse filled with Nerines in blos- 
som, their flowers glistening and scin- 
tillating in the sun, is a splendid sight, 
but picture acres of a countryside 
studded with these plants in full bloom 
and you have a glimpse of Nerines in 
a natural state in South Africa. North

T).is 
plant deviates somewhat in structure 
from other Nerines in having a flit- 
tened stem and a slightly irregu’ar 
flower with the six parts not qu te 
free at the base. Discovered and n- 
troduced more than 100 years ago by 
the traveler Burchell, and named by 
him Amaryllis lucida, it was figured 
in the Botanical Register in 1820 as 
A. laticoma but does not appear ever 
to have been common in cultivation. 

In England especially the hybricist 
has been busy with these charming 
bulbs and a large number of splendid 
named sorts are to be obtained from 
dealers. In Massachusetts where Ne- 
rines thrive as cool greenhouse plants 
there are several fine collections about 
which the public is 
destined soon to hear. Cut Nerine flow- 
ers last long and there is an increasing 
demand for them especially in New 
York City.

In delightful fragrance no bulbous 
plant surpasses the old-time favorite 
Freesia refracta alba with its white 
tubular flowers borne from 6 to 12 
together at the end of slender stalks, 
There is a newer form (major) with 
larger and numerous flowers.

From these the 
hybridist has produced a race with 
vari-colored blossoms some of which 
are exquisite. Buttercup, Treasure 
and Apogee are among the best yel- 
lows; Amethyst and Merry Widow 
have soft lavender to pale violet col- 
ored blossoms; in Rosa Bonheur the 
flowers are pink with a yellow throat 
while in Wistaria, one of the newest 
of these creations, the color is that of 
the famous after which it j 
named. Freesias are of easy culture 
either from seeds or bulbs and _ the 
flowers last for a long time, filling 
the whole house with a delightful and 
peculiar perfume. 

Another genus that the hybridist in 
recent years has wrought wonders in 
is Lachenalia, the Cape Cowslip. There 
are a score or more species known but 
only a few of them are in cultivation. 
Fortunately these include L. Ne/sont 
and L. tricolor, two of the best. The 
first-named has golden-yellow and th 
other green, scarlet and yellow tubular 
flowers. The leaves are fleshy and the 
flowers are strung many together on 
erect stalks; they are splendid subjects 
for pans or baskets, as they blossom 
freely in the early spring. A species 
with red flowers is L. pendula which 
has the additional merit of blossoming 
at Christmas time. Among the hybrids 
Cawston Gem and Rector of Cawston 
and the new Excelsior Seedling af 
highly commended by growers «cros 
the water. Excelsior Seedling has foot 
high stalks carrying from 20 ‘0 3° 
flowers of a deep yellow color 1 ged 
with red at the margins.

GOOD BULBS from SOUTH AFRICA 


(Continued from page 138) 


An old-fashioned Cape bulb nowa- 
days not often seen is Vallota purpurea, 
the Scarborough Lily. This produces 
large handsome Amaryllis-like flowers 
of varying shades of scarlet and crim- 
son in May and June at the end of 
stalks from 1 to 2 feet tall. There is 
only one species, but a number of 
forms, differing in color and size of 
the flowers, have received names. Val- 
lotas, like Nerine, Crinum and other 
true bulbous plants of South Africa, 
disl'ke interference and blossom most 
freely when long established in pots, 
pans or borders. 


THE CRINUMS 


A stately group of bulbous plants 
is the Crinuins, a genus of wide dis- 
tribution in America, Asia and Africa 
and of which the Cape furnishes two 
or three of the hardiest and best species. 
The commonest South African species, 
fittingly named Crinum capense, bears 
from 8 to 12 white or pink fragrant 
blossoms in an umbel at the head of a 
naked stalk 2 feet long. The Natal 
Crinum (C. Moorei) is somewhat sim- 
ilar with taller flower stems and rose- 
pink flowers. Hardier, more beautiful 
and a better garden plant than either 
is the hybrid C. Powellit with tall 
flower stems, ample lustrous foliage 
and lovely rose-colored or white fun- 
nel-form, delightfully fragrant flow- 
ers. The garden value of these Cri- 
nums never has been fully appreciated. 
Their long-tubed, goblet-like flowers 
rival Lilies in their exquisite shape, 
color and fragrance. The long, grace- 
ful rich green leafage is ornamental 
the summer long and the plants have a 
decided tropical luxuriance about 
them. 

Very remarkable in flower are the 
different species of Brunsvigia or 
Spider-Lily. These have relatively 
small reddish flowers on long red 
stalks which in some species radiate 
from a common center like the spokes 
of a wheel. The umbels are many- 
flowered but the stems are short and 
as often as not the flowers lie on the 
ground and look like large red spiders. 
One of the most abundant is B. multi- 
flora, and I shall long remember see- 
ing from a railway train the rather 
arid veldt studded with its odd-looking 
spider-like fi. wers. When the seeds are 
ripe the whole inflorescence becomes 
detached and rolls about in the wind 
like a wheel. A taller growing species 
with flower stems 2 feet high and 
scarlet blossoms is B. Josephineae. An- 
other species with pink blossoms in a 
rounded umbel is B. toxicaria whose 
bulb is very poisonous. 

Curious also is the related genus 
Buphane with an inflorescence sug- 
gesting a hedgehog rolled into a ball 
with spiny quills poised erect. The 
common species are B. ciliaris with a 
loose head of a hundred small flowers 
on slender stalks and B. disticha with 


a compact many-flowered mass of rose 


colored blossoms borne on a short sten 
arising from an enormous shagg 
bulb. 

Extraordinary are the Haemanthu; 
or Blood Lilies with intense red- 
colored blossoms crowded at the en | 
of a naked stalk. Standing bold! 
erect, they look like glowing bal's 
startling the unwary in the belief that 
they are the heads of fierce and dan- 
gerous reptiles. The head of flowers 
is surrounded by large fleshy colored 
bracts and the flower stem is striped 
and blotched with red-purple. Alto- 
gether about 30 species are known, 
The most common are H. coccineus 
with short mottled and H. tigrinus 
w:th striped flower-stalks. Both have 
scarlet flowers with prominent yellow- 
anthered stamens. 

One of the best known and most 
hardy of Cape bulbs is Galtonia can- 
dicans with pure white, fragrant 
drooping bells from 15 to 20 on a 
naked stalk. A relative is Pseudo- 
galtonia Pechnelii which has a flat- 
tened umbellate head of pendent green 
and white flowers and a bulb covered 
with bristly fibres. An old garden 
favorite is Ornithogalum thyrsoides, 
with broad pyramidate inflorescences 
of milk-white flowers. Known in 
South Africa as the Chinkerichee, this 
is a sinister plant, all parts of it being 
poisonous to stock even when dry. 
There are other species of which I 
may mention O, Thunbergianum with 
handsome rich yellow flowers. 

Albuca, Bulbine, Urginea and Vel- 
theimia have many representatives all 
rather weedy in appearance. Massonia 
is a curious genus of which mention 
may be made of M. pustulata with a 
dense head of whitish flowers raised 
above a couple of broad platter-like 
leaves. Yet another plant may be 
enumerated in Tulbaghia violacea 
which has grass-like leaves and clus- 
tered heads of purple flowers, all 
strongly impregnated with the odor 
of garlic. 


A SPLENDID LILY 


There are many, very many other 
Cape bulbs but I am not attempting 
finality. This article began with men- 
tion of the glorious Gladiolus, and it 
may well conclude with that of the 
superb Belladonna Lily. This jewel 
with large pale to rose-pink funnel- 
form flowers, each flushed with yel- 
low on the throat and borne many to- 
gether in an umbel crowning a stout, 
naked stalk some 2 feet tall, is for- 
tunately no stranger to garden-lovers. 
Adaptable and of easy culture, it has 
made itself quite at home in our 
northern gardens. A common wild 
plant on the slopes of Table Mountain 
and elsewhere, Amaryllis Belladonna 
is a worthy product of a great and 
rich country, which is destined to add 
much more to the garden beauty of 
America.

and vigor. The plant that has under- 
gone a railroad journey, even when well 
packed and transported with the mini- 
mum of delay, has suffered a loss of 
vitality, and consequently takes time 
to steady itself in its new surroundings 
and to become acclimatized. But our 
own seedlings may be lifted with a 
ball of earth and set out in their per- 
manent places in the twinkling of an 
eye, the dear innocents not so much as 
suspecting that they have left the 
shelter of the nursery forever and are 
embarked on independent careers. It 
is of the greatest advantage that they 
may be transplanted at a time when 
weather conditions are most favorable 
to their uninterrupted growth, as dur- 
ing a period of cloudy weather or on 
a day when rain is pending. The 
home-grown seedling has usually the 
good fortune also to be moved while 
still small enough to adapt itself read- 
ily to any quarters, however narrow. 
Many a full sized plant is mangled 
and torn beyond recovery in the at- 
tempt to insert it in some narrow 


crevice of the rock work, or in the 
tight joints of paved path or dry well, 
that could in seedlinghood have been 
easily slipped in and happily estab- 
lished. 

But perhaps the greatest boon de- 
rived by the rock gardener through 
the use of seeds is that his roving, 
acquisitive spirit is set free—free to 
follow his desire hither and yon, far 
and near, and to make his own almost 
any loveliness that has touched his 
fancy. Today, in this country, only a 
very few nurseries as yet specialize in 
rock plants, and thus far the general 
nurseries are able to offer only the 
most ordinary varieties. Gradually we 
are learning how and where to seek 
the rare and beautiful plants of our 
own country, but because of the 
quarantine enactment against the im- 
portation of plants, we should have 
small knowledge of the treasures of 
other countries were it not for seeds. 

Seeds enable us to laugh in the face 
of these limitations and prohibitions.

They are the open-sesame to a world 
of illimitable delights, and the present 
is a most auspicious time to set about 
realizing some of them, Autumn is 
not ordinarily regarded as the season 
for rummaging in seed catalogs and 
compiling long lists of wants. But as 
a matter of fact, there is no better 
time for sowing the seeds of rock 
plants and alpines than early winter. 
Freezing seems to have a most com- 
pelling effect upon hard shells, and it 
is well known that water from melt- 
ing snow has a penetrative power that 
the most rock-ribbed find it difficult 
to resist. Seed obtained in autumn 
from a reliable house is certain to be 
fresh, and this is exceedingly im- 
portant where some are concerned 
whose vitality is short-lived. At this 
season, indeed, Nature seems to lift 
the burden of responsibility from our 
houlders and, once we have properly 
set the stage, there is little for us to 
do save await results with cheerful 
confidence. 

For our enterprise a cold frame is 
a prime necessity. For, though the 
seed of numerous hardy species may 
with some chance of success be sown 
directly in the open ground, the 
hazards are too many to make the tak- 
ing worth while for even the com- 
monest kinds. The frame enables us to 
safeguard the seeds from all manner 
of perils, from beating rains thit 
would wash them out of the soil, from 
prowling animals and hungry birds, 
from extremes of heat and cold, damp 
and drought. And when the tiny seed- 
lings appear, the frame becomes a 
nursery where these new babies may 
receive the care and protection neces- 
sary to take them safely past the dan- 
gers that beset the paths of infaat 
plants. 

Almost any sort of frame that may 
be at hand can be made use of, but if 
a new one is to be built, I would most 
earnestly urge that whatever its length, 
its depth from front to back be oo 
greater than may easily be reached 
across. This facilitates enormously all 
our dealings with it, enabling us to 
reach all parts without undue stretch- 
ing or straining. 


My own frames are built in twelve 
sections, each section being but 2 ft. 
deep by 3 ft. wide; a most comfort- 
able size. They extend along a picket 
fence and the sash are hinged to the 
back of the frame and when not re- 
quired may be raised and fastened to 
the fence by means of a hook in the 
frame and an eye in the fence. Thus 
all lifting of the heavy sash is ob- 
viated and safe storage provided close 
at hand. Many persons make use of 
a patented wire and celluloid ma- 
terial in the sash instead of glass, and 
this has the advantage of lightness and 
of being unbreakable. 

The majority of gardeners sow 
their seeds in boxes or pans of pre- 
pared soil and these are placed in the 
frames. But after many years of ex- 
periment I find sowing the seed di- 
rectly in the soil of the frames is 
productive of as gratifying results 
with all but very slow and difficult 
species, and it is a much simpler pro- 
cedure for the person whose concerns 
are many besides gardening. In this 
case the natural soil must be removed 
to a depth of a foot or more, and 
five inches at least of broken stone 
placed in the excavation to provide for 
drainage. On this is placed a layer of 
sods, grass side down, followed by 
eight or ten inches of prepared soil. 
Today scientists are telling us a great 
deal about the use of specific composts 
to insure the germination of hitherto 
recalcitrant species. But to grow suc- 
cessfully a great number of beautiful 
and desirable rock plants, all that is 
necessary is a light, gritty mixture. A 
compost composed of two parts rather 
sharp sand and one part each of sweet 
loam and leaf-soil, to which may be 
added a little crushed limestone or old 
mortar rubble is entirely satisfactory. 
To make it fine and friable it is well 
to put this mixture through a sicve. 

In this compost may be grown most 
of the rock and alpine Pinks, the 
Campanulas, Geraniums, Erodiums 
Arenarias, Armerias, Achilleas, Aster

In addition to using pine, doors, 
stair rails and balusters were often of 
native walnut or imported mahogany. 
Sometimes in rare instances, these 
woods were used for the paneling it- 
self. 

While the fully paneled room such 
as used here for illustration was com- 
mon enough in the finer homes—in 
fact, in many instances found through- 
out the house, in bed rooms as well 
as in living reoms—the plastered wall 
was in constant use and was combined 
with paneling and trim in varying 
quantities. 
treatment of door and window open- 
ings, then at fireplaces the woodwork 
ranged from paneling for the entire 
fireplace side of the room, to the over- 
mantel panel, or to just the wood 
mantel alone. 

The mid-18th Century brought ‘n 
the English vogue, Chinese inspired, 
for wall paper, and the fully paneled 


There was always some 


wall was partially superseded—es- 
pecially in New England—by the low 
wainscot, with plaster above, to pro- 
vide a surface for papering. The 
approach of the 19th Century saw a 
much restricted use of panel work, but 
refined and beautifully detailed wood- 
work with the coming in of the Pom- 
peian influence, as sponsored by Robert 
Adam. 

In planning interior trim today the 
indulgence in much real pancling is 
confined to costly work, but with 
molded skeleton panel frames applied 
to the plaster wall we secure for 
painted work a substitute in effect. 
Again, we may not want this treat- 
ment and concentrate upon the trim at 
windows and doors, and at the fire- 
places, and sometimes use a wainscot 
band if we feel so inclined. The quan- 
tity of woodwork does not necessarily 
indicate the amount of money avail-

able, but rather the type of room de- 
sired, 

In addition to the treatment of the 
main rooms, the stairway has long 
been the object of much attention and 
elaboration. After the passing of the 
17th Century in this country, it be- 
came, it is with us today, one of the 
main features of the interior scheme. 
The tread ends, or outer string, to- 
gether with the balusters and hand 
rail offered the wood-worker an op- 
portunity to show what he could 
achieve in carving turning, and skill- 
ful joinery. 

The spiral stairway—a French-in- 
spired fashion which was much fol- 
lowed in the early nineteen hundreds, 
demanded less in ornament, but real 
ingenuity in construction, and a true 
eve for fine sweeping lines. This type 
of stair is singularly suited to the mod- 
ern house. Unfortunately it is ex- 
pensive for the stair builder to lay out 
and construct, and when not well de- 
signed and executed, nothing is more 
depressing and offending. 

A satisfactory way to handle the 
stair without loss of dignity, and often 
with a gain in the unexpected, is to 
carry it up between two walls, starting 
under an archway at the bottom. This 
method eliminates balusters, and wood- 


work at the tread ends, omitting just 
the sort of woodwork which, if not 
well done, had better not exist at all. 

In execution, the larger part of this 
old work appears to have been done 
“on the job,” and frequently years 
after the building of the house. In 
Virginia, the fine mansions were gen- 
erally far out in the country. Work- 
men were secured from a distance, 
sometimes from England, and _ then 
boarded on the place and given a shop 
in one of the numerous out-buildings. 
Working between the “big” house and 
his shop, during as many months as it 
would now take weeks, and with the 
aid of imported design books, and his 
own very good rule of thumb, the 
resident workman carried out. the 
proprietor’s desires in fitting up the 
rooms. 

In construction of interior wood- 
work there are innumerable features 
which require attention. The trims for 
doors and windows called “standing 
trim,” may be put together at the mill 
with the corners mitred and splined, 
and brought to the new house all ready 
to set in place. This is the best method, 
but somewhat more expensive than 
securing the trim in long mill lengths 
for the carpenter to cut and set in

place at the house. The trim handled 
in the latter fashion should be designed 
for it, with the bulkier portion butt 
jointed, with only small inner and 
outer mouldings mitred. This method 
eliminates the unsightly opening up 
of mitre joints at the corners. 

If paneling is used, the panels 
proper should be held in with cleats, 
on the back, and the panel moldings 
secured only to the framework, of 
stiles and rails. Today panels for 
doors and walls are built up of several 
thicknesses, with the grain of each 
layer laid in opposite direction from 
its companion layers. This method 
eliminates the likelihood of the open 
crack across the entire panel, which 
the solid panel often shows. 

There are various conveniences in 
trimming to be well pondered over. 
At windows, the curtain pocket and 
radiator enclosure are greatly worth 
having if the wall construction is thick 
enough to permit the required depth. 
With the curtain pocket there is pro- 
vided space at the head to receive the 
window shades, sash and over-hang- 
ings, so that these do not have to be 
set on the trim. 

The radiator enclosure is also well 
worth having if possible; though in- 
volving the use of more heat from the 
cellar plant, and likewise expensive in 
asbestos linings, grilles and the like, 
it affords great satisfaction in ob- 
scuring the radiator. 

In woods we have a wide field— 
oaks, chestnut, walnut, butternut, 
cherry, maple, gum, redwood and pine 
for natural finishes, to give only our 
native woods. And for painted work, 
birch, whitewood (poplar) white and 
yellow pine, the latter being consider- 
ably used in our Southern States. 

With the natural finish, painstaking

selection of the wood, and intelligen 
and understanding staining or bleach 
ing and then waxing are the mai) 
points of the game. It might be sai 
that any wood, if used according to it 
nature, in the hands of a finisher wit 
an eye for good color, can be mad 
to vield sightly results. 

Aside from considerations of design, 
construction and finish, the conditiors

With woodwork, as in nearly all 
fields where design and workmanship 
are involved, design and execution are 
far more important than quantity and 
elaboration. A moderate amount of 
thoughtfully designed interior trim 
will always outclass a larger quantity 
of carelessly planned work, poorly 
put together. One of the encouraging 
signs of the times is that manufacturers 
of stock woodwork have employed 
competent and skillful architects to 
design their trim, so that there is no 
longer any excuse for a house being 
built with woodwork in bad taste.

it. The “Satsuma” ware they produced 
there had a more coarsely crackled 
glaze than the native Satsuma product, 
while its paste was softer and porous. 
Toky6 was the great market for this 
pseudo-Satsuma. 

In the matter of decorated Satsuma, 
recent research indicates that when the 
early Satsuma kilns were in operation 
at Tatsumonji, the Daimy6 Mitsubisa 
(A. D. 1676) sent for Tangen, pupil 
of Tanya, a celebrated artist, and had 
him employed in making designs for 
the Satsuma potters. Extant pieces of 
this sort are known as Tanyié Satsuma. 
In color their underglaze decoration 
was a delicate brown or reddish brown, 
the overglaze has been described as 
sparse and chaste. Up to about the 
year 1800 few of the Satsuma prod- 
ucts were decorated with other than 
the various glazes that have been 
mentioned. It was then that the Prince 
of Satsuma sent the two potters to 
Kyoto already discussed. In 1806, 
when the chief Satsuma fabrique was 
at Tadeno, Shimazu Tamanobu was 
Daimyé. It was at this time that or- 
nateness in decorating the Satsuma 
faience was encouraged and vitrifiable 
enamel colors were multiplied. The 


best period of decorated Satsuma may 
be placed between the years 1800 and 
1860. Most of the best Satsuma of this 
sort was produced at the Tadeno fac- 
tory, while the next best came from the 
kilns at Tatsumonji. Masataro Keida 
of Kagoshima made some exquisite 
pieces of Satsuma, pierced and chis«l- 
led, veritable marvels of craftsman- 
ship in the dexterity they evidence. 
Since the World War bits of good 
Satsuma have appeared with more 
frequency in the market as so many 
fine collections of Oriental art objects 
have found their way to the public 


salesroom. Even some of the “un- 
good” Satsuma to which we _ have 
referred somewhat slightingly 


questionably has beauty and decora- 
tive value and is far enough removed 
from the ’Eighties of its origin to give 
it “antiquity.” The purist in Japanese 
keramic art will still be turning up 
his nose at all these pieces of ps udo- 
Satsuma, but clinging to those of the 
better sort is advisable and the multi- 
tude of glittering Buddhist saints that 
grace their contours need not be ban- 
ished from our presence just to please 
those who have reached the Ni:van@ 
of connoisseurship.

practically unnecessary to do any 
upkeep work in the nursery. Last 
year I pushed back the winter mulch, 
pulled weeds twice, and added a few 
leaves in the fall to act as a little 
extra covering during the wicer. 
In all I spent perhaps eight hours on 
the upkeep during the whole year. 
The time used in setting out new 
plants and for spreading the lawn 
clipping I do not count, as the plants 
were gifts and the time spent in 
planting them was only a moment 
apiece, and the lawn-clippings had to 
be dumped somewhere, anyway! 

In another year or two there ‘s 
going to be some transplanting to 
add to the upkeep costs, and then of 
course there is the matter of loss from 
accidents and the weather which must 
be taken into account, but even con- 
sidering these points I expect a re- 
markable dividend from my experi- 
ment. 

PERENNIALS AND BIENNIALS 

Were I sure that I would be build- 
ing within a few years I would also 
add a perennial section to the nursery. 
Nurseries in business for profit can- 
not afford to sell herbaceous plants 
for less than ten cents apiece, but 
anyone who has the proper facilities, 
and no large labor bills to pay, can 
raise such plants to good size for a 
penny or two each. 

There is no trick about starting 
many sorts of perennials and bien- 
nials from seed. Phlox, Iris and the 
like are best grown from divisions, 
but such plants as Campanulas, Sed- 
ums and Columbines are extremely 
easy to get from seed. 

A coldframe or protected seedbed 
(the former, if possible), some well- 
enriched soil containing plenty of 
humus-bearing material and sand, 
goodly supply of water, labels, and 
some means of protecting the newly 
planted seeds and later the young 
plants from drying winds and the 
hot summer sun are all that are 
needed to grow seedling perennials, 
excepting, of course, a general idea 
of seed planting and the care of young 
plants. Good gardening periodicals 
are brimming over with directions 
for planting seeds. 

When the seedlings are large 
enough to handle they will need to 
be transplanted once in the seedbed, 
where they will spend their first win- 
ter. After that they are ready for 
the nursery rows. 

I have a few perennials in my 


“odds and ends” corner, now. They 
are divisions of some particularly 


fine Phlox and Asters that I have been 
lucky enough to have had given me. 
I intend to divide them every year 
to insure a large supply of them. It 
is surprising how fast they will mul- 
tiply under constant division. I was 
extravagant enough last summer to 
invest in one plant of a particularly 
fine Phlox—a type quite distinct from 
the average kinds—which I divided 
when I planted it into nine sturdy 
parts. Next summer I will divide ‘t 
again, giving it no chance to flower 
until I have all the plants that I 
think I may need.

The preparation and fertili:ing 
should not be skimped.

either side of the fireplace. These 
really are simple cabinets with doors 
fitted with silk and wire netting. The 
frame part can be painted the color 
of the wall or stained mahogany or 
walnut to match the other furniture. 
One is a wardrobe and the other 
cleverly conceals a dressing table, as 
shown in the sketch. 

No room is complete from a dec- 
orative standpoint unless it contains 
a mantelpiece. The one shown in the 
sketch is wood in a simple Adam 
design. At the left of the fireplace 
at right angles from the wall is a 
small two-cushion settee with an ad- 
justable arm. This is a fixture so 
arranged that one end will drop down 
making the settee a comfortable chaise 
longue. On the opposite side from the 
settee I have shown a semi-upholstered 
arm chair covered in the stripe mate- 
rial or some corded fabric in a har- 
monizing color. Near at hand is a 
small table to hold smoking things. 

The day bed is an excellent solu- 
tion for a one-room apartment. In 
this instance it should be painted a 
dull green and lined in gold. A slip 
cover of rep or sateen made to fasten 
down with snaps can be made at 
home to cover this and may be fin- 
ished with a scalloped ruffle or box 
pleating to hang over the sides. A 


few large and comfortable cushions 
to use against the wall can be covered 
in upholsterer’s satin or heavy rep in 
harmonizing colors. If the day bed 
is done in chintz or cretonne it would 
be best to include one overstuffed 
chair covered in the same material. 
Beside the day bed place a small oval 
table and beside this a comfortable 
chair with a slip cover in chintz 
damask or sunfast taffeta. 

The kitchenette arrangement in 
most of these apartments has been 
built in at one corner of the room 
concealed by sliding doors painted 
the same color as the walls. To fur 
ther improve the looks of these cor- 
ner kitchenettes and shut them of 
from view a screen may be used. 

The floor plan shows the placing 
of the different pieces of furniture.

of their mingling. Yellow is splendid 
for a garden full of sunshine in wide 
and open places. In assembling yel- 
low flowers, the effect depends, too, 
upon the flower arrangement. Mass 
upon mass of yellow flowers such 
as Calendulas and Zinnias, Marigolds 
and Heleniums and Sunflowers give a 
rich and almost sensuous effect, while 
the intermingling of these various 
flowers, as well as the mixing of their 
various shades and tones, makes a 
much lighter and more sparkling bor- 
der. Orange, and especially orange 
scarlet, has a stimulating effect. Long 
ago, I saw a garden at midsummer 
where Butterfly-weed and Tiger Lilies 
and Tritomas were assembled, and the 
fascination of it holds me even now 
for the garden had an indescribable 
buoyancy that was especially charm- 
ing with its grey-green house and its 
Cedar hedgings. This single color was 
adhered to throughout the seasons with 
its earlier effects carried out in Tulips 
and in Oriental Poppies and its later 
ones in brilliant Dahlias. Such pro- 
longed use of one color is seldom 
found, for a contrast or a change at 
succeeding periods is usually more re- 
freshing. 

Color restraint is good in a garden. 
It counteracts the tendency to fritter 
away the effect by a multitude of 
unnecessary and inconsequential detail. 
And, when the one color is not de- 
sirable, a predominance of one color 
isa good way of achieving a harmony. 
For a single example, take a garden 
of annuals, in which Zinnias and 
Snapdragons, Stocks and Petunias, 
Marigolds and Calendulas, Poppies 
and Larkspurs and Phlox make but 
a pleasant medley until Ageratums 
and blue Salvias are added in abun- 
dance to become the unifying element. 
Blue seems to be almost the very best 
color for this use. White, on the other 
hand, is charming to use as a pre- 
dominating color and I like it espe- 


cially when cream and vellow fiowers, 
Moonlight Tulips, Iris flavescen 
Hemerocallis flava, Harrison Yellow 
Roses, buff Phlox, lemon Marigolds 
are used as little glints and gleams 
mingled with it. White scattered del- 
icately amid other colors is delightful 


but white distributed in masses has 
not the unifying quality that it was 
once considered to possess. It makes 
effective contrasts at times and often 
makes possible the use of unusual 
color like that of Monarda didyma or 
Lychnis haageana that would other- 
wise be impossible or clashing ele- 
ments in a mixed border. Someone 
suggested the use of red as a unifying 
color. This seems an unusually inter. 
esting experiment for all the maroon 
and garnet, the reddish plum and 
wine tones have a really charming 
softness while some of the stronger 
reds have an exhilarating effect. There 
is always a difference between a clash 
ing contrast and an exultant concord. 
Looked at from a different point 
of view, it is the other colors in the 
garden that make the so-called one 
color garden significant. Take blue 
flowers that overlay the garden with 
a haze. Add white flowers and the 
garden has a clear coo] calmness. 
This is what happens when Madonna 
Lilies are added to Larkspurs. Add 
vellow flowers to blue and the com 
bination gives the garden a_ bright 
cheeriness. Cream, lemon and buff 
with lavender purple produce 
cool softness while orange or scarlet 
will give lavender and purple 4 de- 
lightful warmth. A garden of pink 
flowers is ever so inviting and esp 
cially interesting if you can 
all its varied tones and add rose é 
cherry and crimson as we find them 
in Peonies and Phloxes and Nahlias 
for instance, while a gardet 
and maroon flowers is mo 
alluring—the pink and m:

A deliberate selection of colors is 
good for many gardens. Some people, 
to be sure, limit the color merely for 
the sake of avoiding possible clash 
and discord but even this restraint is 
a good practice to suggest, especially 
to beginners, for it often forms a 
foundation for interesting color 
schemes of greater diversification later 
on. Other people, however, make a 
discriminating use of color because it 
is inherent to their refined sensitive- 
ness. Some people, too, have a very 
real feeling for the possibilities of 
color as a decorative element in the 
garden. They are apt either to relate 
it to the furnishing of the room to 
which the garden belongs or in some 
subtler way to use colors suggested 
in the surroundings. One garden, for 
instance, may be all blue and lilac, 
taking to itself the coloring of the 
water beside it, while another that lics 
in the west will sometimes delight in 
absorbing the coloring of the sunset, 
One garden may sometimes be misty 
lavender like the distant mountain 
beyond it or again delight in richer 
color as a contrast to it. 

And then, still other people use 
color to interpret the character of the 
garden and let it embody the design. 
The modern tendency to design a series 
of little gardens, in place of one big 
one, gives opportunity to divide flower 
color in many interesting ways. To 
assort color in any arbitrary way so 
that there is a white garden and a 
yellow one, a blue one and a pink 
one, and so on, is only of value ex- 
perimentally in guiding our first les- 
sons, but to catch the significant appeal 
of each garden and interpret it in

it. In the usual sequence, the softer 
colors—blues, pinks, lavend+rs—be- 
ginning the scheme are placed nearest 
the house and change gradually to 
stronger colors whose intensity is 
lessened through distance. It has the 
tendency to shorten the appearance 
of the path and to bring the garden 
nearer the houses. The opposite method, 
on the other hand, of placing the 
strong colors near the house, has the 
advantage of giving the path an illu- 
sion of length for it puts the softer 
colors that we associate with the 
grayed and misted distance farthest 
away from the house. 


These methods of arranging color 
are adaptable even to more _pictur- 
esque and informal places, as when 
borders curve about a quict lawn. The 
colors can be arranged, then, into a

chintzes. The border is 
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yellow or gold, as the designer calls 
it, is rich and old like the old metal 
itself. The white of the plain cloth, 
left uncolored, picks up and accents 
the whole design. 

Next comes the Perse glacée—all 
brush work but not merely painter’s 
work, The brush here carried chem- 
icals called the mordant, which took 
one color at each dyeing process. The 
brush work of the Perse glacée is 
exquisite in its lovely floral arabes- 
ques, which prove that the Persian 
designer loved his garden next to his 
God. The glazing in these old Per- 
sian hangings or bed spreads is de- 
lightful beyond words. It is obtained 
wholly by hand-rubbing with a pol- 
ished stone, with no heat save fric- 
tion. It leaves the fabric both crisp 
and soft in the hand. It has an in- 
describable quality that makes you its 
devotee forever at its first touch. The 
delicacy of the intricate filling-in of 
the cone-shaped or three motifs is 
Persian of the Persians. As splendid 
in design as a Persian rug, it adds 
the delicacy of a Persian miniature 
painting. There was much passing 
of design between Persia and India. 


CHINESE INFLUENCI 


The East Indian, like the Persian, 
borrowed eagerly the beauty of Chi- 
nese designs, and we find that the 
Hindu “Tree of Life,” with its as- 
cending branches, blossoms out in 
many flowers as familiar in the an- 
cient palace at Peking as in the an- 
cient palace at Agra. An Indo-Per- 
sian print was almost as likely to 
have been made in Persia as in India, 
and might carry in its sacred niche— 
the mihrab, the tapering cypress tree, 
the symbol of Eternity in the Persian 
garden. Prayer mats for the women 
of Persia were apt to be printed cot- 
tons, as lovely and even more minute 
in design than the hand-tufted Persian 
prayer rugs. 

Of the smaller Indian prints, 
chintzes, or calicoes, many have the 
Persian tree or cone motif so char- 
acteristic of the old Kashmir shawl 
designs. Many have delightful scroll- 
ed patterns in delicate ogivals with 
formal flowerings. Others are tiny 
spots of a single flower, or a sprig. 

Calico came from Calicut in north- 
ern India, and not from Calcutta; 


The flower sprays in this design are typical of old English 


East Indian and Chinese. 
about 1760 
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and so it took the name. The de- 
based machine prints, that went to 
the making of the Early American 
“Calico Wrapper” and the later 
“Mother Hubbard,” are far from 
being the precious thing that an old 
East India calico is, with its delicate 
hand-printing from hand-cut blocks. 
Chintz it was called, and as chintz i: 
is regaining in the present revival 
some of its early high position.

THE PALAMPORES 


The old Indian Palampores which 
England, France, and America used 
for wall hangings or panels, bed 
spreads, and table covers had _ the 
typical East Indian “Tree of Life” 
design, growing out of a mound, 
which represented the earth. Beasts 
disport themselves upon this mound 
—deer, hare and serpents. Squirrels 
and birds rest on the tree. Birds and 
butterflies fly about, and all the fruit 
and flowers that ever were or neve! 


were, blossom and ripen on its wide- 
spreading branches, It represents truly 
the designer’s Garden of Paradise ; for 
all designs, from the 
branch-work of Jacobean type to the 
Toile de Géne of Italy, and the del- 
cate ascending vines of France, have 
their inspiration in these Indian prints. 

The Portuguese, those hardy navi- 
gators, who rounded the Cape, may 
have been the first in Europe to mak 
their own chintzes. Holland was earl\ 
in the field. Italy took up the work 
Germany, France, and England fol- 
lowed, with England a little ahead 
of Scotland. But England has main- 
tained supremacy in this realm, and 
it is from England that we get ov! 
finest hand-blocked prints today, 
in the days of the Colonies, of Martha 
Washington, and Dolly Madison. 

You will know a true chintz by 4 
little slipping of the hand-block as 
it is fitted into place, before pounding 
to stamp on the color.

HAVE satisfactory results from 
the planting of bulbs it is neces- 


sary to obtain prime quality when you 
buy. To be sure of this it is obviously 
advisable to order early and only from 
reliable dealers. A sate way is at first 
to buy cautiously small quantities from 
various firms that appear to have 
dignity, knowledge and experience. 

There are in general three different 
methods to be considered when it 
comes to planting the “little brown 
globes of symbolic faith and hope and 
beauty.” They might be considered as 

cradles in which are tightly wrapped 
up babies that are sleeping and for 
which preparation must be made when 
the time of wakening comes. Some 
are to be grown in pots in a house or 
under glass; others out in the garden; 
still others are to be “naturalized” so 
that they grow up as denizens of un- 
cultivated places and the forests, 

Those of the first class, which are 
to receive most delicate nurture, should 
be tucked into the pots as soon as 
possible after their arrival, in soil such 
as the florist well- 
rotted manure and a little bonemeal. 
New and freshly made pots are not 
liked so much by bulbs as are those 
already seasoned with earth of former 
plantings. 

Ihe bulbs may be placec close to- 
gether, with the tops just showing 
above the surface of the soil. If the 
bulbs of Tulips are placed with the 
flat sides turned away from the cen- 
ter of the pot they will spread their 
better, for the larger leaf 
comes from this side of the bulb. They 
should not be pressed down so hard 
that the earth is made too compact for 
the roots easily to penetrate.

After being given a thorough soak- 
ing with water the pots are stored 
a cool dry place, darkness, where 
they must be kept from drying out 
during the six or more weeks that are 
requisite for the formation of the 
roots. To avoid care during the period 
the pots might be buried in a trench, 
about a foot deep with an inch or 
two of coal ashes spread over the bot- 
tom to assist drainage and to prevent 
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the entrance of worms through the 
holes in the bottoms of the pots, The 
gardener will have little difficulty in 
taking his hoarded treasures out, even 
though the snow, if upon the approach 
of freezing weather he has covered 
the spot thickly with mulch. Earth 
heaped up over the tops of the pots 
should be carefully shaken off, not 
scraped, for the leaf shoots might be 
broken off. But let the gardener be 
slow to bring the pots into the light 
and heat before plenty of roots hav 
formed; he should accustom the plants 
gradually to conditions that conduce 
to growth of foliage and flowers. To 
make the flower stem grow tall h 
will keep the plant in the darknes. 
All the time the forcing should le 
slow; that is, the heat and light should 
never be intense.

damage from mice, as in the case of 
the bulbs before they are planted.

arsenate of lead in which pieces of 
apple have been rolled. In connection 
it might be noted that mice are apt 
to use the runways of moles, Fortu- 
nately there is now being put upon the 
market an effective mole poison. 

For growing in pots, 
called forcing, all varieties of ‘Tulips, 
Crocuses, Hyacinths and Narcissi can 
be used; but some are not well 
adapted, often because of their having 
flower stems that are too weak. 

For planting in the garden, prepa' 
the bed early, to permit its settling 
and to cause thorough decomposition 
of the fertilizing material and its in- 
corporation with the soil; but don’t 
plant carly, especially the freshly im- 
ported Tulip bulbs.

warmth has left the soil and up to 
within six or eight weeks of the time 
it may be expected to remain cold the 
rest of the winter. In the latitude of 
New York City this would make the 
ideal time for planting Tulip bulbs 
the first week of November; in the 
latitude of Philadelphia the second 
week of that month is right. 

Throw out the soil to a depth of 
eight or ten inches and if beneath that 
there is fairly good earth and drain- 
age conditions are favorable merely 
spade in manure, cow manure or other 
non-heating form, of several inches 
deep. Replace enough good soil to 
make a surface upon which to set the 
bulbs so that the tops of the early 
Tulip bulbs will be four to five inches 
below the ultimate surface and the 
tops of late-blooming (Breeder, Cot- 
tage and Darwin) Tulips five to six 
inches. In this way the bulbs will all 
be at a uniform depth and will bloom 
together. If they are planted in a 
hole made by a dibble or some other 
similar tool they are apt to be at vary- 
ing depths and even to “hang” with- 
out having their bottoms, from which 
the roots emerge, in contact with soil. 
For additional nourishment wood ashes 
or bonemeal may be mixed in the soil 
with which the bulbs are covered. If 
the subsoil is hard and of poor quality 
it should be replaced by better. What 
was originally the topsoil may be used 
to change places with the subsoil if 
no better shift is possible. If soil is 
brought in the planter should try to 
get some with old sod, leafmold or 
humus of some kind in it. But, if the 
drainage conditions are not poor, it

is not necessary to set each bulb upo: 
sand; Tulips thrive in heavy clay soi! 

After the surface of the ground ha 
been hardened by frost, about thr 
or four weeks after the planting, 
mulch should be applied to preven 
heaving through alternate freezin 
and thawing during mild weather in 
the winter or early spring. To cover 
early would invite mice. For then 
drainage tiles may be placed near, 
with one end stopped and filled with 
poisoned bran. 

For naturalizing there are several 
species of botanical Tulips. Some 
varieties are still found wild in Asia 
Minor and Central Asia. They serve 
splendidly in rockeries and in places 
where the foliage is not early cut off 
by mowing they are much more satis- 
factory than are the other Tulips, all 
of which are hybrids. None of these 
hybrids are really permanent in the 
Eastern, Middle and Western parts of 
the United States, although with care- 
ful handling a stock of bulbs may be 
kept in service for many years. 

A concluding suggestion may be 
offered; if there is desire for absolute 
uniformity of arrangement at any 
place it is wise to order bulbs adili- 
tional to the number required for fill- 
ing the place. Some may be needed jf 
mice make havoc with a portion of 
the supply before the planting is ef- 
fected. In any event the surplus can 
be planted in pots, one bulb to a pot, 
and set into some out-of-the-way 
place in the ground, to be used, with- 
out disturbing growth in the spring, 
if it is found that some bulbs fail to 
appear in the bed. 


ER’S NOTEBOOK 


ABROAD 


$i American habit of keeping 
the Rose bed exclusively for 


Roses is not universally practised on 
the Continent or in England, for there 
the beds are inter-planted with low 
growing flowers much as we use For- 
get-me-nots as ground covers beneath 
Tulips. These flowers relieve the bar- 
ren aspect of the soil when the Rose 
bloom is limited. In one Florentine 
garden I found Ageratum used for 
this purpose, and at another California 
Poppies, Eschscholtzia. At still a 
third garden in Florence, the Box- 
edged Rosebeds were inter-edged with 
Siberian Wall Flower,—Chieranthus 
A llionti—and the bushes inter-planted 
with tall Snapdragons. In a Versailles 
garden Gladioli were employed and 
in the South Devon garden of Sir 
Lewis Bayley (who served with our 
Navy in the war) the Rosebuds were 
filled with shoals of yellow and blue 
Violas. 


Throughout Southern Italy I found 
a color combination hard to beat— 
the pink of Judas Trees and the mauve 
of Wistaria. Not even in Japan have 
I seen such Wistaria as is found in 


the gardens of Italy. In one old gar- 
den near Florenee, the terrace was 
spanned by a light arbor on which 
grew white and purple Wistaria. The 
great dependant racemes of these two 
colors made a roof that can never be 
forgotten. 


From Rome to Florence the Grapes 
are trained on trees headed back and 
allowed only enough leafage to keep 
the tree alive. These trees are really 
living posts, and are set out at the 
same time as the vines. In some damp 
areas below Florence, where the farm 
lands are drained by irrigation ditches, 
the Grapes are planted each side the 
ditch, and stretched on wires which are 
kept taut by stone posts placed at 
intervals, 


On the way up through the Brenda 
to Venice the vines are planted on 
Poplars as in the Roman style, then 
extended arborwise each side the Pop- 
lars, about 7 or 8 feet high and 5 or 6 
feet each side the outside line of trees 
making long shady bowers betwee?

ve and wide across the countryside, as these autumn evenings 
grow longer and the shade trees drop their myriad foliage, one 
catches the pungent, tangy scent of burning leaves. Lawn, village 
street and driveway blink glowing eyes through the dusk. It is 
the time of the earth’s great sacrifice, the Moon of Fire, as the 
Indians in their oddly poetic way might term it. 

To the knowing gardener this annual public fire-worshiping 
brings up visions of the many benefits his plants might have en- 
joyed were the mighty chemical laboratory which is the dead 
leaf crop diverted to the interests of horticulture. He thinks of 
the fallen Maple and Elm leaves which would have made such 
a fine protective winter blanket for his perennial border, of the 
great-fingered foliage of the Oaks that, slowly disintegrating, 
would have maintained the soil acidity so vital to his Rhododen- 
drons and hardy Azaleas. And he thinks of the rich, black, friable 
potting loam—unadulterated humus in its truest sense—with 
which all these piles of discarded tree clothing would have pro- 
vided him had they been added to his compost heap out behind 
the garage instead of being dedicated to the God of Flame. 

In literal truth, no falien leaves on the garden lover’s grounds 
should be burned. Rake them up, by all means, but save them 
for later use. They are, potentially, one of the best soil improvers 
in the world—and they cost nothing. Even those which eddy 
down into out-of-the-way corners where one cares nothing about 
cleaning up serve real purposes, for fallen leaves are Nature’s 
method of restoring to the soil those chemical necessities of plant 
life which her own creations so prodigally withdraw during the 


season of active growth.

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O SOME the term “garden sanitation” may sound like a 
rather silly extension of medical phraseology into the horti- 


) cultural field, but none can progress far in the growing of either 


ornamental or utilitarian plants without realizing that genuine 
sanitary measures hold an important place in the scheme of success. 

There is no season of the year when some sort of spraying or 
other, method of prevention may not become necessary to combat 
the danger of insect or disease appearance among plants, but such 
protective measures are especially timely during the autumn 
months. ‘The eggs and larvae of many pests have a way of win- 
tering over on or near flowers, shrubs and trees, and not a few of 
the disease germs follow the same example. By eliminating these 
hardy enemies while they are in a dormant state one goes far 
toward lessening their ravages through the next growing season. 

See to it, then, that garden and grounds are cleaned up before 
winter sets in. Dead weed and flower stalks, twigs and branches 
that have been pruned away—indeed, all manner of garden ref- 
use—should be gathered up and burned, for these things are 


» sure to harbor many potential destroyers. Where there is reason 


to suspect the presence of harmful sub-surface larvae, fork up 
the ground and let it lie rough through the winter. Leave no old 
boards or flats lying around; the protection which they give to 
wintering-over pests is a real but too seldom realized one. 


ARDEN soils which show a tendency to bake and harden 

in summer can be improved by an application of gypsum or 
land plaster. ‘This material supplies both calcium and sulphur, 
and has a marked fertilizing value.
